The history on the 
part of the people of Sedalia voting to appropriate a small 
amount each year for the support and maintenance of a free 
Library is fresh in the minds of those interested in this move- 
ment and requires no mention at this time. 

The Board of Directors graciously acknowledge gifts of 
various kinds from friends of the Library, as per itemized 
report of such gifts hereto attached. The report of the Secre- 
tary is complete and comprehensive, giving in detail all 
moneys received and paid out during the past year. The 
report of the Committee on Library, Reading Room and 
Grounds shows how well the important work by that Com- 
mittee has been done, and what progress has been made in 
supplying the demand for books that are required for study 
and recreation. The report of the Librarian gives the details 
of our stewardship. 

During the year just closed substantial improvements 
have been made in the Library rooms, they having been 
thoroughly cleaned and renovated and every effort put forth 
to make them comfortable and inviting. In the reading room 
many persons may be found each day who take advantage of 
the facilities offered by the Library; also many ladies who find 
the use of the ladies' reading room a convenience as well as 
a pleasant place for acquiring sought-for information on sub- 
jects under special consideration. 



We desire to call special attention to the opportunity 
offered all citizens of Sedalia to make use of the Library, 
taking advantage of its existence. 

We desire to call attention to the fact that all rules made 
to govern the library are intended to produce the best possi- 
ble results, and while in some cases it may seem that they 
are not necessary we have decided that the safety of the 
property of the Library is of first importance in our consider- 
ation. Suggestions are requested from all interested in the 
Public Library that are intended to make more efficient the 
service of the Library.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN. 



To THE Board OF Directors of the Sedalia Public (Free) 
Library : 

I submit my first annual report as your Librarian, cover- 
ing the time from July ist, 1S96, to April 30th, 1897. 

Registration began July ist, 1896; at the end of the year 
(April 30th, 1897) 998 names have been registered. They 
came in very regularly, the average being 60 or 70 a month. 
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Binding. 

During the year 365 volumes were bound for the first 
time. 

Circulation. 

The Library was open every day in the year. During 
th*» winter months we did not open on Sunday afternoons be- 
cause of the lack of heat. I do not think it really pays to 
open on Sunday. We tried it last summer, and for several 
Sundays in succession we would not have a single reader and 
at other times not over two or three. The holiday issue justi- 
fies the policy of the Board in keeping the Library open, 
especially on those days that are not generally observed. On 
Christmas, Fourth of July, etc., while the number of volumes 
drawn for home reading was far below the average of every 
other day, still it justifies us to keep open. 

No attempt has been made to keep a record of the num- 
ber of volumes issued in the reading room. In fact, no ac- 
count has been kept of visitors to the reading room at all.

Report of Committee on Library Reading Rooms 

and Grounds. 

To the Hoard of Directors of the Sedalia f'liblic (Vrrv) I.ibrar): 

So far as tlie actual results of the work of the Coinniitteu 
on Library and Reading Room are concerned, the reports of 
the Secretary and Librarian will furnish full information. It 
is needless to repeat the number of l)0()ks and periodicals 
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added during the year, and to state again the amount ex- 
pended in the management of the rooms. But it may perhaj>s 
be of some interest to say a very few words concerning the 
principles that have governed the Committee in the selection 
of new books. As the administrators of a public fund, we 
have felt ourselves under obligation to use our utmost dili- 
gence to make the library useful lo the largest number of our 
citizens, to the general public rather than to any particular 
class of special students The fact that the sum available for 
the purchase of books is necessarily small, makes it still more 
imperative that we consider carefully ihe relative value of 
every investment. Our own individual tastes have been held 
in rigid subjection to this rule of the general demand. We 
have sometimes felt compelled, very reluctantly, to apply this 
same rule to the desires of some of our readers who have sub- 
mitted lists of books that they wished to see upon our shelves. 
There are many books that we should be glad to have but we 
cannot afford to purchase them now. 

There are two classes of books that we try to keep steadily 
in view in our purchases: First, the popular works that every 
one hears of and wishes to read; and second, the learned vol- 
umes that hold highest authorify in their respective depart- 
ments, and therefore are indispensably necessary to the 
reference library for the general student in search of unques- 
tionable information. 

In the first class, the books of the day are sometimes rec- 
ords of travel, sometimes brilliantly written works of history 
or biography, but usually they are novels. In all general 
libraries, from seventy to eighty-five per cent of the reading 
is in the department of fiction. During the year our records 
show that eighty-five per cent of the books taken from the 
room have been taken from classes C and E, Fiction and 
Juveniles. In this connection, too, it should be remembered 
that after about eighteen months of steady service che best 
bound popular novel is usually in such complete dilapida-

tion that it must be withdrawn from circulation. These two 
facts, percentage of reading and percentage of wear, have 
compelled us to pay continual attention to the department of 
fiction, to provide for the ceaseless demand and yet guard 
as far as we could against the introduction of pernicious litera- 
ture, and only those who have had some experience can know 
what a very difficult task this may be in the present condition 
of literature. 

Books belonging to the second class are always expensive 
and but seldom read. Yet we believe that the Ideal Public 
Library should be able to afford an answer from some unques- 
tionable authority to any ordinary question in science, art and 
literature. We think it wise to frame a systematic scheme 
of a general reference library which will contain the best 
general and special dictionaries and cyclopedias; the best gen- 
eral history of each nation, with such, works on special periods 
and peculiar phases of national development as shall put the 
student in possession of the latest and most complete re- 
searches of modern scholarship; and so in the various depart- 
ments of science, seek the best comprehensive work, but omit 
for the present the innumerable special essays and popular 
dilution. 

A scheme like this requires a carefully considered plan 
and unwavering adherence to it. It demands also in the case 
of a small income years of patient work for anything like a 
complete realization of it. But we feel that it will be well 
worth all the time, toil and money that it may cost. 

In closing this report we wish respectfully to ask that the 
attention of parents be urgently called to closer supervision of 
the reading of their children. If parents would use their in- 
fiuence, we say nothing of their authority, they could direct 
their children to a higher and more profitable class of reading. 
Light reading has its place as an occasional recreation; as a 
steady diet it is delusive, creating false ideas and ideals of 
life, and positively harmful in that it tends to weaken the 
force of the intellectual grasp. 
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In conclusion, the members of the Board wish to ac- 
knowledge the courtesy shown them by the Mayor and other 
city officials, as well as the generous assistance rendered by 
the county officials in charge of the County Court.

In presenting to you the third annual report of the Presi- 
dent of the Board 1 take pleasure in callinj^ your attention to 
a few facts that, in my judgment, makes the result of our 
years work to an extent gratifying: 

The first is, that during our association as members there 
has never been brought to our attention a single matter that 
has not been settled by our unanimous vote, p»'oving that we 
have been in all official matters of one accord, and that accord 
to deal justly, fairly and honorably and openly and above 
board with all our Library matters. 

Our meetings have at all times been held in a public way, 
at which no one interested in the Library movement has been 
prohibited from being present to present any matter«5 for at- 
tention. As all organizations having in rhargt! a public trust, 
we have been called (m many times to decidi^ what was "ight, 
and what was not. in matters pertaining to the managcp'ent 
of the Library, and have in the discharge of this duty U*:v.n 
compelled to decide against our pi.-rsonal triciifls, but h-ivr 
done so in a manner that we trust will in time show that wi: 
used good judgment. 

We have added to the Library many volumi^s that will 
form a solid foundation for the building of the coming Library 
and will make it possible that this structure will in time be 
()edicated as being well built, solid and firm, with just enough 
ornamental features to increase it in beauty and etlici(?ncy. 

As has been the custom of the Hoard at all annual meetings 
to make a detailed report of the comiition of the Library, 
giving an account of every cent tliat has come into our liands. 
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ancl to whom it has been paid and for what purpose. I take 
pleasure in saying that this report lias as usual been prepared 
by the tinance committee for this year, and will when approved 
be filed with the City Clerk and published for distribution. 

The Library Committee is entitled to great credit for the 
efficient manner in which that Committee has attended to the 
duties incumbent upon it. The Executive Committee has at 
all limes held itself in readiness to assume any share of the 
work falling to it. 

In conclusinn, allow me to thank each and every member 
of the I »oard for the kind disposition shown to assist in mak- 
ing it possible-that this administration may go on record with 
the ones before, if this should be its fortune, without an 
ajuilogy. 

I wi^h to commend the Librarian, Miss Emma Baskett, 
for faithlul service, and Miss I^utie Smith for able assistance. 

I wish to recommend the establishment of a room in con- 
nection with the Si.'dalia Public I ibrary to he kept for the sole 
purpose of being a rerept.icle for all kinds of reading matter 
pictures, chst tiplitMis. (urio^, and all and every kiuvl of any 
styh^ ol any artiiie that will in lime t(.) come become valuable 
in recaliinu Sedaha as it now is, and was in years past.

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these whenever it was practical, and it has often given the 
applicant the benefit of the doubt when there was reasonable 
question as to the wisdom of the purchase. The works de- 
sired by the literary clubs of the city have been, with very 
few exceptions, put upon the shelves. But we fear that appli 
cants do not always remember that the book fund is small and 
the requirements of a young library very large. We feel under 
obligation to consult the wishes of the general public, and are 
often absolutely unable to meet the desires of the special 
student. 

The committee has acted upon the theory that a public 
library should have some standard works upon many subjects 
rather than many books about a few subjects: that it should 
be able to furnish some authoritative information upon any 
ordinary topic. But those who are acriuainted with literature 
and library organization know well that with the slender sum 
at our command, it will require years of careful and rigidly 
systematic buying to provide even the foundation for such a 
library. The library as a public institution, gains nothing hy 
Jiaving books which are read perhaps twice, and are then re- 
legated to dust and slumber, yet this has been the fate of 
some special purchases. 

The committee invites suggestions and lists of books 
wanted, for it is anxious to do everything within its power to 
help and foster all intellectual activity within our city, but it 
also asks a sympathetic recognition of the i^rave dirticulties of 
our position. 

The Committee is glad to note a sensible improvement 
in the quality of the reading called for by the young people. 
Suggestions made by tlu* teachers of the public schools to 
their pupils, will do much to carry forward this improvement. 
But parents should never forj;et their own responsibility, a re-

Report of the President. 



The Directors of the Sedalia Free Public Library-, 

Ladies and Gentlemen: In submitting the Fifth 
Annual Report of the Sedalia Free Public Library, I feel that 
I have abundant reason to congratulate you upon the disting- 
uished success of the institution. Last year was marked by 
distinct advancement, but a decidedly higher level of success 
has been attained in all departments of the Library's work 
during the fiscal year just closed. 

During the year ending April 30, 1900, the number of 
reader's cards issued was 2175, as against 1903 for last year, a 
gain of 272. The total number of volumes taken out for home 
reading during the same period was 42,396, as against 36,667, 
a gain of 5729. No record has been kept of the number using 
the Reference department and the Reading Room, but all the 
data available imply that there has been a proportionate in- 
crease of usefulness here also. In the addition of new books 
this has surpassed all previous years. The policy of strength- 
ening as much as possible the more solid departments of the 
library has been systematically carried out, without, however, 
neglecting the interests of the fiction readers who form so 
large a portion in the clientage of every public library. The 
sections containing travels, history and biography, literature 
and the arts and sciences have been largely and judiciou.sly 
increased. The books added during the year number 680; of 
these 628 were purchased, 39 were presented, 13 were maga- 
zines bound and transferred to tlie shelves. The amount spent 
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for books and periodicals was $1172.99, and for binding 
$164.55 — niaking a total expenditure of $1337. 54 upon the 
literature of the institution 

In the character of the reading, the percentage of the va- 
rious classes differs but little from that reported last year, that 
little, however, is in the direction of better quality. Compu- 
tations founded upon the Librarian's consolidated table of 
annual reading by classes show that out of every one thousand 
(1,000) volumes is.sued, 757 were works of fiction for adults, 
146 juveniles, 29 travels, 24 history and biography, 20 be- 
longed to the general class of literature (if under this title we 
include the six sections marked in the catalogue J. K. L. M. 
N 0.)» 9 were science, 4 theology and philosophy, 3 fine and 
useful arts, 7 general and miscellaneous. 

These percentages are, with slight variations in detail, 
common to nearly all public libraries. The large preponder- 
ance of fiction in the reading has been deplored often, but no 
eflFective remedy has been found. That it depends upon the 
taste of the people and not upon the character of the book sup- 
ply seems evident from the fact that the largest libraries, with 
ample supplies of the best books in every department of knowl- 
edge and thought, report about the same percentage of fiction 
read. People read what they wish to read. When men and 
women desire knowledge rather than mere amusement, the 
character of their reading will be improved in proportion to 
the extent of their intellectual development. Parents and 
teachers may do something toward controlling the reading of 
the young, but a library board is helpless; it may furnish the 
very best of books, but it cannot compel the reading of them. 

But, on the other hand, it will be a mistake to assume that 
the library statistics give a complete index to the intellectual 
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tastes of any community. Men own themselves the tools 
that they use habitually. Profes.sional men look to their own 
libraries for the information that they need in daily work, 
even tiie cultured men and women of society have their own 
copy of favorite poets or historians. But all these will gladly 
appeal to the public library for the ephemeral novel which is 
hardly worth the cost of personal purchase for a single reading, 
and which nevertheless is so much before the public eye that 
they can hardly afford to be entirely ignorant of it. Thus we 
may assume that in every community there is much solid read- 
ing that is never registered at the librarian's de.sk, and we 
may comfort ourselves with the reflection that we are never 
quite so frivolous as the library records would make us appear. 
In the last report, I referred to the urgent need of more 
capacious quarters. Through the mediation of Mr. D. H. 
Smith, to whom the thanks of this board have been rendered 
already, we were informed, toward the close of 1899, that the 
Hon. Andrew Carnegie had offered us Fifty Thousand ($50- 
000. ) dollars for the erection of a library building, provided 
that we should furnish a suitable .site and an annual mainten- 
ance fund of Four Thousand ($4000. ) dollars. As the main- 
tenance could be obtained only by an increase in the library 
tax levy from one half mill to one mill, ii was necessary to 
obtain the consent of the fx^ople to this increa.se. At a special 
election (all the expenses of which were paid by the Library) 
held on Feb. 5th, 1900, the maintenance fund was as.su red by 
an overwhelming vote. The generous and zealous enthusiasm 
of the Mayor ( Dr. \V. C. Overstreet), of the City Council, and 
of our citizens generally in .securing for us this re.^ult is a sub- 
ject of grateful and lasting remembrance with all of us. A 
site, tiie north half of the block between Kentucky and Moni- 
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teau streets and fronting on Third street, hai been purchased 
by the board. As affairs now stand, we may confidently ex- 
pect to hold our next annual meeting in our own home. The 
Sixth Annual Report of this body will probably be the most 
interesting and beautiful document that the board will ever 
issue — since we may look for the history of our development, 
and a detailed description of our new building, fully illustrated 
with views showing the principal fronts and the interior of the 
important rooms. At that time we can express more com- 
pletely and fittingly our high admiration of the noble use that 
the Honorable Mr. Carnegie is making of his wealth, and our 
warm and sincere gratitude for his magnificent kindness to us.

Gkntlemen: Section 64-72 Revised Statutes of Missouri, 
1899, provides that the Directors of tlie IHibHc Li])rary 
shall make, on or l>efore the second Monday in June, an an- 
nual report to the City Council, stating the condition of 
their trust on the first dav of May of that vear.

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Report of the President. 

Sedaua, Mo., Ma\' 1st, 1901. 
To the Board ofDircL^tors of the Sedalia Public Library: 

In compliance with the by-laws and previous custom, I 
have to herewith submit to you the sixth annual report of 
the })usiness and afi'airs of the library, as a permanent record 
of the administration of the past year. 

The fiscal year, ending: A])ril 30th, 1901, will ever be 
memorable as one of the most im])ortant in the histor\' of 
the institution. The new library building ercHrted by means 
of the <:rencrons )i\{t of $;■)(), 000 made by Andrew Carnegie is 
nearin^ coniplclion, and about the first of the coming month 
will be turned over to the board for occupancy. In the erec- 
tion ol iliis bnildinn, rind the administration ofthelibrarv 
dnrin.i^ tlie ])asi yenr, you have had to contend with a num- 
ber of eoniplie.'ited .ind eini)arrassin;j: ])roblems, each of 
whieli, Ijowever. h;is been sueeessfullv met and correctlv 
solvi'd. 

The first niritti-i- brtori' tlie board was the selection of 
llie .'ireliiteels. in this you were naturally constrained to 
aeeejjl the advive of the donor ot the builtjiu^ fund and to 
select •^onie firm ofciniiient areliitt.ets \\ ho h.'id had Ion*:; and 
wide experience in the eoustruetion o| libiaries. ^'our action 
in eontraetin;^ with She])lev. Rutan \' Coolidm', of Rostc^n, 
;in<l their associate, John Lriwrenee Mauran, of St. Louis, 
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was therefore a compliance with the suggestion of Mr. Car- 
negie and a proper deferential appreciation of his advice. 

I know that I voice the unanimous sentiment of the 
board when I sav that the services rendered bv these archi- 
tects has been in everv wfiy entirelv satisfactorv. Thev 
have given us a beautiful and well planned building, which 
has been highly praised, both with respect to its external 
appearance and its internal arrangement, by the best 
authorities throughout the countr3'. The plans for the 
structure were first drawn in consultation with Mr. F. M. 
Crunden, librarian of the St. Louis public library, and after- 
wards modified in some details to meet the suggestions of 
Mr. E. H. Anderson, the Hbrarian of the Carnegie library at 
Pittsburg, to whom they were submitted at the re(|uest of 
Mr. Carnegie. It is proper in this connection to call atten- 
tion to the fact that this building will be built .'it the con- 
tract price, and will not cost a single dollar more than is 
called for b3' the original bids of the several contractors. 
This is due to the fact that our architects intelligently fore- 
saw and provided for every detail necessary to a finished 
and complete structure. 

The selection of the library grounds ])resente(l many 
difficulties. It was thought that the generosity of the ])e()- 
ple of Sedalia had been taxed to the utmost limits during 
the past few years, and that, ir])ossil)le, the site should be 
acquired out of the revenues of the board without any do- 
nations whatever, except such as might he voluntarily ten- 
dered. This object was accomplished and the matter was

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in this way success In 11 v financed by the ])nrchasc of the 
north half of the hloek between Third and Fourth an<l Ken- 
tucky and Moniteau streets. 

This site is only two blocks tVoni the business center ol 
the city, and is as near a central location as could be iound 
with the means at our hands. In tact, this site was the 
only one lar;.ie enouirh lor thebuildin*^ which was within our 
power to purchase. Xor could this site have been obtained 
had it not been for the assistance and active work of one of 
thenieuibcrs ot this boanl, whoconceived the ])lan ofhavini^

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In this connection proper credit should be given to Mr. 
A. D. Millar, the superintendent of the construction of the 
building. His labors in assisting in the formulation of 
the plans of the building, added to his constant and care- 
ful attention to the work, and his knowledge of how it 
should be executed, has enabled him to intelligently in- 
terpret the specifications and details and guide the work- 
men in properly carrying them out. 

The building, however, is not the only important feat- 
ure of an institution of this kind. As Mr. Carnegie recentl3^ 
said, in making his gift to the city of St. Louis, the building 
is the mere shell in which the treasure is housed. It is the 
books which it contains, and the proper and correct meth- 
ods of acquiring them and of putting them forth among the 
people, that, after all, accomplish the great benefits to a 
communitN' for which a free public librarv building is in- 
tended. The building is but the means to the end. When, 
therefore, this board, by the munificence of Mr. Carnegie, 
was about to be put in possession of a s])leii(li(l librarv 
building, and when the people, with the progressiveness 
which has always characterized our ])opulati()n, had doubled 
our revenue, the question of how best to administer the 
work of the librar3' became pressing. 

Our assemblv of books was in more or less confusion. 
Xo registry' was in existence, and books that were lost, de- 
stroyed, or that had been deemed unfit for rebinding. were 
carried on the printed lists, and when called for could not be 
located or accouiite^l for. Tiie books were not ])roper]y 
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classed or catalogued, and the material on the shelves was 
not available. AH was confusion, and the methods of hand- 
ling the work were crude and wholh' out of date. 

In this situation the question of employing an educated 
librarian and one specially trained for the work by techni- 
cal instruction came before \'Ou and was determined in favor 
of such action. Miss Faith E. Smith, then employed in the 
State Library of New York, was most highly recommended. 
She was a graduate of Northwestern University', one of the 
leading universities of the West, and had taken an honor 
diploma in the Library School of the University of the State 
of New York at Albany, and has had in addition several 
years* experience in library work. 

In the abundance of caution the board decided to have 
Miss Smith come here for a ])ersonal interview with its 
members, in order that information might be had as to her 
capacity to meet and please the people, as to her business 
ability and her personal characteristics. The result was her 
election, and in my judgment no action of the board has 
been of greater importance to the people. Miss Smith, on 
November 1st, began the work ot tnaking a card catalogue 
of the library on the decimal system, commonly called the 

m '^ m 

Dewey system after the inventor, classifying, in addition, 
the books by the triplicate card system, by title, by author 
and by subject matter. This w<)rk will consume about 
twelve months, and when ])rouglit up to date will be con- 
tinued from day to day with every new hook and fiddition 
to the library. 
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When the card catalogues arc completed, a ])atron of 
the library will have at hand a complete command of its 
contents. If it is desirable to know whether a given book 
is in the collection, that information can be immedi.'itely had 
from the title catalogue without the necessity of making 
any inquiry- whatever of the librarian or the assistants. 
Likewise, one will lie able to ascertain from the author cata- 
logue whether the books of any certain writer are on the 
shelves, and, if so, the names and titles of such works. So, 
also, an investigator looking up information on any given 
matter can find, bv examining the subject catalogue, 
grouped together, all the books touching that matter con- 
tained in the library. In this way the entire contents ot the 
library will be made, and constantly kept, available to every 
reader and the l^est possible results will be thereby obtained 
and the greatest good for the public accomplished. 

In this connection it is well to call to mind the dutv 
which is incumbent upon us in the employment of the entire 
library corps. We are administering a i)ublic trust and we 
should guard ourselves frcmi permitting personal frien<lships 
to affect us in the selection of the persons who are to ])c em- 
plo\'ed in the library. We mtist idso resist everv appeal in 
behalf of any apjilicant which is calculated to touch our 
sympathies. Our duty is to the whole people, and our soK* 
aim should l)e to give the best possible service to the |)ul)lic, 
and we fall short of that duty if. when selecting the em- 
ployes of the library, we yield to our personal preferences. 
Xor is such an institution as this ])rovide(l tor by the laws 
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of the state for the purpose of indirectly dispensing charity, 
and while it may l)e painful to do so, it is none the less our 
dutv to exclude from our consideration the fact that an ap- 
plicant is needy, or is the support of needy dependents. 

The system r»f the entry and record of all receipts and 
disbursements has been simplified and perfected, and the 
board at every meeting is furnished with a balance sheet 
showing the amriunt of revenues and other receipts since the 
])revious meeting, the amount of warrants drawn and the 
cash balance on hand. All monevs collected bv the lihrarv 
and paid into the city treasury- are acknowledged by tripli- 
cate receipts, one for the board attached to the monthly 
report of tlie lil)rarian, one for the citv clerk for entry as a 
char^re a<^ainst tlie treasurer, and one for the treasurer as a 
nienioraiidiim from which to keep ])osted the cash receipts 
i-ominii iVom tho library in liis liands. 

A tal)K' ol i-oinparative receipts and expenditures for 
eacli nioiith niiinin;^: over the past years has also been made, 
l)y means ofwhieli the board can ])rc)joet an annual budget 
witli .'I reasonable (leii^ree of certainty. This system, upon 
wliieli all the money transactions of the lil^rary are now 
based, has been devised and worked out in a jiracticid and 
bnsiness-like ni.-innerby Mr. \V. H. Maekey, chairman of the 
fin.'inee eoinniillee. with considerable labor and sacrifice of 
lime on his part, to whom this flue credit may properly be 
^iven. 

It is ^.^reatly to be regretted that tliel)oard has been able 
to buy only a comparatively small number of books during 
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the past year. This is due to the unusual and extraordin- 
ary cxix?nses incident to the preparations for the occu])ation 
of tlie new library' building. During the coming year the 
revenues will be to some extent relieved of this drain and we 
can hope to make more liberal purchases of new books. T 
am sure that the people of the communit3' and the reading 
public generally would approve of our policy in this respect 
if the facts and the difficulties under which we are laboring' 
were made known. 

I do not deem it necessary to refer in this report to the 
statistical details of the operations of the library. All such 
information can be found in the librarian's report, and even 
the recital of a summary here would be mere repetition. 

In closing, I desire to congratulate the mem])crs of the 
board upon the perfect harmony and good feeling with 
which we have d<)ne our work during the past year. It is 
trueth.it we have had differences of opinion ni)on almost 
everv matter of vital importance, but the minoritv has aU 
wavs cheerfully yielded to the judgment of the majority. 
Everv member has found himself or herself in the minoritv 
at times, and vet it has not affected the friendlv relations 
which have arisen as a result of our association on this 
board. It is surely pleasant for you to recall the fact that 
no member of the board has ever yielded, in the disappoint- 
ment of having an individual opinion overruled by the col- 
lective judgment, to any ])etty or ill-tempercil conduct, and 
that when the board has hnally deciiled on a definite policy 
on anv matter, such action has received the eiKlorsemcnt 
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and loyal sii])port of every member. Further, it ean l)e 
truthfully j^aid that you have courageoush' done j'our dut3'. 
With the highest respect for the good opinion of the public, 
which naturally we all crave and desire, 3''Ou have neverthe- 
less done what you considered right, although at times in 
d«)ing so you have been criticised and were apparently 
opposed to the general opinion of the community, if the 
expressions in the daily prints truly reflected such opinion. 
You have given much of your time, not only without re- 
muneration, for vour office provides none, but at an ex- 
jM^nditure in a number of instances from your own means, 
but this has ])een cheerfully done, for this work has been, 
and is, a labor of love. 

Having discharged our official duties to the best of our 
abilities, and having the approval of our own con- 
sciences. I l)elicvc wc can sfifely commit to the judgment 
of the tlioiighttul people of the city the work we have 
accomplished, in the belief that the greater ])orti()n of our 
labors, at least, will merit the ai)proval of the ptiljlic. 

As tirst staled. I have the honor to respectfully submit 
to von I lie foregoing as my annual report.

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perforating stainp, indicating the libniry ownership of the 
book ; new labels have been pasted on the backs of the 
b«)oks; card pockets have been jiasted inside the covers, and 
those books in need of repairs have been mended, as far as 
this could be done in the lil)rarv.

There remains to be catalogued .'50() juvenile, 1 2 L'Mie- 
tion, 191 religion, 2riS niisceilaiu-ous, making a tol.'il of 
1992 v«ilumes uncatrdogucd. 
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Besides ihe work of cat.'ilo^uin^ and all included in it, 
unbound magazines have l>een tied into volumes and 
arranged in order, that they might be accessible for use. 
Old magazines too worn, or for some other reason unfit to 
be bound, have been cut up, cind articles of interest have 
been pasted on manila sheets to be classified, indexed and 
used for reference. Pictures from these magazines will 1>e 
pasted into scrap books for the children's room. 

PERIODICALS. 

A list of the periodicals on file at the library' is appended. 
An account book was begun January 1st, recording each 
number of a periodical as it is received, so that if a certain 
number is missing, it can be definitely ascertained whether 
it was lost after having been received, or whether the ])ub- 
lishers an* to be held accountable for the loss. 

LOAN svsti:m. 

As t;ist ns the hooks have been catalogued they have 
been issued to readers under the new loan systeuL This 
system has |)r(>ved to be a time-saver both for the reader 
and for the loan-desk assistrint. 

DONORS. 

A list of donors of books and paui|)hlets lias been kept 
since November 1st. and this list is a]^penrle<l to the report. 
Special mention should be made of the I'nited States <h)cu- 
men is received ihrotigh the kindness of Senator (icc^rgeCi, 
Vest. Several hundred volumes have been received, many of 
them from his own librarv. The exact ninnl)er received 
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cannot l>e given, because they have 1>een allowed to remain 
in their wrappers until removal into the new building. 

Fifty-nine volumes have 1x;en received from the United 
States Department of the Interior, supplying ga[)s in the 
sets of reports of the Department. Other United States 
documents have Ijeen received but no record has been made 
of the number. 

UnRARV SERVICE. 

Mrs. Strong and Miss Lutie Smith have helix*d willingly 
and with interest in the work of re-organization, at the 
same time attending to the loan desk. Miss Marguerite 
McDaniels has rendered efficient service each Saturdav since 
December 1st, giving her time in order to learn the work. 

MISSOURI LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 

Three memloers of the library board and the librarian 
\vere present at the meeting of the librarians of the stJite at 
Columbia, Mo., in December. The Missouri Librarv asso- 
ciation was formed at that time. 

RECOMMENDATIO.NS A.NI) PLANS. 

The most immediate need of the library is the nbinding 
of about 200 volumes, mostly fiction, about half of which 
have alreadv been drawn from circulation. .Vbout 12") vol- 
times of |x*riodicals also need to be Ixiund. 

As soon as funds will permit it, the buying of (hiplicalcs 
of the most popular books ;ind renting these at live cents a 
\Yeek, will give great .satislaction to readers who wish to 
read a novel when it is new, rather than wait tluir turns. 
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By this method ol' renting, the hooks soon pay for them- 
selves. 

In order to inerease the eirculation of books other than 
fietion,itishoped that the two-book s\'stem may be adopted, 
1)v which each reader will be allowed to take two books at 
cme time, one of fiction and one of other works, but not two 
books of fiction. This seems a very pro|x.*r time to adopt 
this plan, when new cards are al)out to be issued as the new 
year befi^ins. 

It is recommended that library privileges be granted to 
children of six yc-cirs old cind over. The children take pride 
in drawing books on their own cards, rather than on their 
parents', and librarians of experience ailirm that the chil- 
dren are the best and most careful ])atrons. 

Plans are being made to develop the work with children 
as soon as we enter the new building. The co-operation of 
the schools in this work will be sought. Picture bulletins 
will be made and lists ofbooks ])()Sted on subjects of inter- 
est lo the cliildreii. It is li(>])ed that the collection of juven- 
ile books tn.'iy be greatlv strengthened in the near future. 

The uoveninient doennieiils have not been included in 
the fej)ort ofllu- number of l)ooks in the library. .Xs soon 
as the hooks in the eiivnlaling di'])artmeiU have been cat.'i- 
logued, the I'nited Siati-s doeutnents are to be arranged ac- 
cording to the cluck list of |)ul)lic docnnu-nts. and an effort 
will be made lo i-oniplete ihe eolleelion as far as ])ossil)le. 
Re])orts of the severrd depai'tnienls otilu- Missouri state 
government will also he reipiested. 
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I wish to thank the members of the library board for 
their hearty co-operation in all new plans that have hither- 
to been suggested.

In accordance with this provision, the directors of the 
Sedalia Public Library at a meeting on May 15th, 1902, 
ordered that the annual reports of the President, Librarian, 
and Finance Committee should constitute such annual 
report to the City Council for the fiscal year ending April 
30th, 1902. Such reports are accordingly herewith respect- 
fully submitted.

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Report of the President. 



Sedalia, Mo. May 1st, 1902. 
To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library: 

Complying with the by-laws I herewith submit the 
Seventh Annual Report of the business and affairs of the 
library which together with the annual reports of the 
Librarian and Finance Committee in accordance with the 
custom of the board, have heretofore been submitted to the 
Mayor and City Council as the annual report required by 
the statutes and the city ordinances. 

The fiscal year ending on April 30th, 1902, as shown by 
the report of the Finance Committee shows a gradual im- 
provement in the condition of the finances of the institution. 
The librar3' will be more or less handicapped during the next 
three years, owing to the large expenditures necessitated in 
furnishing the building and fitting up the grounds. In order 
to make available the library building erected from the gener- 
ous gift of $50,000 made by Andrew Carnegie,it was necessary 
to expend several thousand dollars in buying the necessary 
furniture and equipment for the building, all of which is 
shown in detail by our warrants and vouchers. These 
extraordinary expenditures will never recur and as soon as 
they can be gradualh' met in the next three years the fiscal 
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affairs of the library can be easily managed and its revenues 
will be ample for its proper administration. Meanwhile, 
during this period, it will be necessary to exercise a rigid 
economy and to consider carefully and wisely the particular 
purposes for which limited tunds shall be expended. 

Necessarily this condition results in extreme embarrass- 
ment to the board in the matter of purchasing new books 
and periodicals. Considering the small amounts which have 
been allowed to the Book Committee and the Committee on 
Periodicals, these committees together with the librarian, 
have exercised the most excellent judgment and have selected 
those books most needed and best fitted for the varying 
needs of the readers, together with most of the leading 
periodicals. 

During the month of January of this year, through the 
generosity of many of our citizens, whose names are listed 
in the report of the librarian, a cash fund of $1,000, 
almost all of which has been collected and paid into the city 
treasury, was donated to the library for the purchase of 
children's and juvenile books. This gift was much needed 
because of the very limited number ofbooks of this character, 
and particularly so, in view of the fact that the children and 
youth of the city, in proportion to the numbers, furnish the 
largest per centage of readers. The largest part of this 
money has been carefully expended by the Book Committee 
and purchase will from time to time be made in such manner 
as to meet the object of the donors until the fund is ex- 
hausted. 
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During the year just ended the gifts of books by indi- 
viduals to the library has been unprecedentedly large, 
hardly a single week having passed without several dona- 
tions. A special acknowledgment should be made to 
Mesdames Smith and Cotton, who, besides giving to the 
library a large number of excellent and useful books, have 
donated a very valuable collection of art photographs, 
gathered by them several years ago in Europe, illustrating 
classical, medieval and modern paintings, sculpture and 
architecture. At the time of the gift the board duly 
transmitted to these ladies a resolution of thanks, and it is 
fitting again, in this permanent and more public record, to 
register the appreciation of the board and the people of 
Sedalia of the deep and generous interest they have shown 
in the library. 

Since the last annual report the librarian has completed 
the triplicate card catalog by author, title and subject of all 
the books in the library on the decimal system, except the 
government documents, which latter when time permits will 
also be catalogued. This card catalog puts the library, in 
this particular, abreast of the modern libraries of the coun- 
try and renders available for quick and readv reference and 
examination everv volume on the shelves. In addition to 
this the librarian is now preparing a classfied catalog of all 
books in the librar3' in the form of a finding list. When 
completed and printed this list will be sold for a small sum 
to readers who will therebv be enabled to have at their 
homes for examination a complete catalog of all books sub-

ject to circulation. Blank pages will be provided in this list 
to which may be pasted printed titles of books purchased in 
future. 

On July 31st, 1901, the new Carnegie Library building 
was dedicated to the use of the public by appropriate cere- 
monies. The Rev. E. W. Clippinger at the request of Mayor 
S. K. Crawford, shortly before his death and during his last 
illness, and with the concurrence and request of his successor, 
Mayor J. L. Babcock, accepted the building in an eloquent 
and thoughtful address. Mr. D. H. Smith spoke upon the 
old and original library organizations of the city and gave 
a complete and interesting history of the foundations upon 
which the present institution has been laid. Mr. John 
Laurence Mauran, the head of the firm of architects who 
designed the building, pronounced an excellent short address 
upon the responsibilities growing out of the relation of 
architects and librar3' directors. Mrs. W. D. Steele, by 
request of the author, read a very finished original poem 
by Rosa Pearle, upon Andrew Carnegie as the subject. Mr. 
Frederick N. Crunden, librarian of the public library of the 
city of St. Louis, delivered a most scholarly and able address 
upon the subject, **The Public Library a paying invest- 
ment." All the dedication proceedings and these addresses 
were stenographically reported and written out and are 
preserved in the files of the library, and I recommend that 
whenever the state of finances permit they should be 
published for public distribution. 

Mr. W. B. Mackey, chairman of the finance committee. 
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has submitted the report of that committee showing in com- 
plete detail the receipts and expenditures of the past fiscal year. 
Upon this report Mr. Mackey has prepared and will submit 
at the coming monthly meeting of the board in June, a 
budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1st, 1902, and will 
recommend appropriations for the first quarter of the year, 
in compliance with the provisions of Article X of the by-laws. 

The service of Miss Faith B. Smith, librarian, and Miss 
Sarah McGowan and Miss Marguerite McDaniel, assistants, 
has been highly efficient and their labors and duties have 
been performed in such a complete andpleasant manner that 
no single word of criticism has been heard of either one of 
them from any member of the board or any reader in the 
city. Miss Smith attended the meeting of the American 
Library Association at Waukesha, Wisconsin, last July ,and 
Miss Smith and Miss McDaniel together attended the meet- 
ing of the State Library Association at Kansas City last 
October. The next meeting of the State Library Associa- 
tion will be here next Ckrtober, and it will be our duty to 
provide for the members suitable entertainment after the 
manner of former meetings. I recommend that the librarian 
and the two assistants attend to the extent possible, in 
future, all meetings of the State Association, in order that 
they may become better fitted to discharge their duties by 
acquiring new ideas of library administration and the latest 
methods and suggestions. 

I congratulate the members of the board upon the per- 
fftct harmony which has existed among them and upon the 
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increasing benefits of the library to the community, which 

are so apparent, and I have, in conclusion, the honor to

Ninty-six catalogued books have vvrom out, and 135 un- 
catalogued books, making a total of 231. Of these ninety- 
five have been given to the Lamonte High School Library 
and fifty-six to the Georgetown School Library. Of the 
books worn out in 1900-1901, 188 were given to the 
Georgetown school library. Seven books, found to have 
been where smallpox existed were ordered destroyed. Six 
others for the same reason are being held by the borrowers 
awaiting further orders from the Library Board. 

CIRCULATION. 

The appended table of circulation for the year shows the 
total to be 35,749 volumes against 37,092 volumes for the 
preceding year, showing a decrease of 1,343. This is not as 
discouraging as it may seem. The decrease is entirely in 
fiction which shows 4,123 volumes less than last year, due 
to the small number of books of fiction purchased during 
the year. While the table of accessions records 199 volumes 
of fiction, a greater part of these were received at the close 
of the year, and their circulation is not included in this year's 
report. There has been an increase in the circulation of 
juvenile books of 2,501, and in classes outside of juvenile 
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and fiction, an increase of 270. The increase in the circula- 
tion of juvenile books is doubtless due to the large number 
purchased from the citizen's gift fund and to the special 
efforts to attract young people to the library. The increase 
in the use of books other than fiction may be due in part to 
the two book system by which each card holder is allowed 
two books at one time, provided that only one is fiction, 
by rule adopted June, 1901. It may be due also to the 
open shelves in the passage way back of the loan desk, 
where the best books of all classes as well as fiction have 
been made accessible to the public. No account is kept of 
the use of books in the reading room. Many of the High 
school students, members of the woman's club and boys 
debating societies have used the reference books freely and 
have received help at the loan desk in looking up subjects. 

REGISTRATION. 

It is impossible to give an exact number of new readers 
for the year, for the reason that a new registration was be- 
gun August 1st, when the library was opened in the new 
building. All who already held cards as well as new 
readers were asked to sign new cards and present a guaran- 
tor's signature. The new cards issued will be good for three 
years, at the end of which time guarantor's signatures will 
again be required. The number of cards issued since August 
1st is 1.893. Of these 372 were to children, about 50 to 
residents of Pettis county outside of Scdalia. A few readers 
who held cards at the old library have not had their cards 
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renewed. Fifty-two of those registered since August 1st have 
left town, making the the present number of readers 1,841, 
exclusive of those whose cards have not been renewed. The 
number of new readers which is not the exact number of all 
readers, is about 12 percent of the total population of Sedalia. 

REMOVAL INTO THE NEW BUILDING. 

The library ceased to circulate books in the rooms at 
the court house July 25th. Five days were used in removal 
and in preparing for dedication of the new building. Circu- 
lation was reopened July 31st. 

PERIODICALS. 

The list of periodicals has been increased this year both 
by gift and purchase. Several educational magazines have 
been added through the kindness of the publishers. The list 
of periodicals on file in the reading room is appended to this 
report. 

RENTAL OF DUPLICATES. 

Duplicate copies of a few of the popular books have been 
bought and these have been rented for 5 cents for five days. 
Many patrgns of the library have been glad to rent these 
rather than wait their turns for the regular library copies. 
Nineteen books have been bought for this collection at a 
cost of $1838. The income from these to May 1st. 1902, 
was $33.04, making a net gain of $14.66. When the books 
no longer demand the renting price they are added to the 
general collection and circulated on cards. Eleven of these 
books are still in circulation. For the first four months of 
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the year the money obtained from these books was given 
to the city treasurer. By order of the library board it is 
now held by the librarian to be again expended for books, 
on the theory that it is a voluntary co-operative association 
of those desiring to take advantage of the plan under the 
regulation of the board. 

DONORS. 

A list. of donors of money, books, pamphlets, pictures, 
etc., is appended to this report. Special mention should be 
made of the generous gift of Mesdames Smith and Cotton, 
who at the time of the opening of the new building donated 
about 150 framed photographs of celebrated works ot art. 

Through the efforts of a committee of citizens, Mr. J. 
M. Cannon, Mr. F. B. Meyer, Rev. F. O. Fannon and Mr. 
D. H. Smith, a subscription fund of $1,000 was secured 
among the people of Sedalia, this fund to be expended for 
juvenile books. The committee spent much time and energy 
in securing this fund and the library owes to them a deep 
sense of gratitude. About two-thirds of the money has 
been used for the purchase of books and the remainder will 
be spent during the year. The appreciation of the children 
is shown by the increased circulation of children's books. 

Miss May Jaynes and Mrs. Bransford Lewis gave to the 
library ninety-six volumes of the Official records of the War 
of the rebellion. Through the efforts of Mr. D. H. Smith the 
remaining twenty-nine volumes have been received from 
Senator G. G. Vest, thus completing the set. 

The large number of books and back numbers of maga- 
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zines received this year indicates a very friendly interest 
among the people of Sedalia, that has been thoroughly 
appreciated by the library. 

WORK WITH CHILDREN. 

By a rule amended June, 1901, children of six years old 
and over have been allowed reader's cards. This has helped 
to increase the number of readers. At the time of the open- 
ing of the library in the new building, a reception was given 
to the children. Over 200 came and the new children's 
room, with books on open shelves, proved such an attrac- 
tion that 960 books were issued during that month. With 
the opening of school the circulation decreased, but it has 
been increasing each month during the year. Various efforts 
have been made to interest the children in the library, and 
they have not been in vain. The teachers have co-operated very 
heartily with the library and by their suggestions the boys 
and girls have been led to choose better books. Drawings 
from the several public schools have been exhibited at the 
library, attracting both children and parents. Birthdays of 
great men; anniversaries and special days, such as Christ- 
mas, St. Valentine's day, etc., have been celebrated by 
placing on the bulletin board pictures and lists of books illus- 
trative of the meaning of the day. Lists of books suitable for 
children of the different grades are being prepared, which it 
is hoped will be suggestive to the boys and girls for their 
summer reading. 
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SUNDAY OPENING. 

Beginning September 8th, 1901, the library has been 

Open on Sunday afternoons from 2 to 6 o'clock. The 
attendance has been as high as 100 and never less than 25. 
Because there is no Y. M. C. A. in Sedalia, many young 
men and boys have found the library a quiet place to spend 
their Sunday afternoons. 

NEWSPAPER CLIPPINGS. 

Considerable time has been given to cutting up old news- 
papers and mounting such clippings as would be of perma- 
nent interest. These have been classified and catalogued 
and have been useful in reference work. 

LIBRARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

The librarian attended the meeting of the American 
Library Association at Waukesha, in Jul3% 1901, and the 
librarian and the second assistant were present at the meet- 
ing of the Missouri State Library Association held at Kan- 
sas City in October, 1901. Both meetings were very 
beneficial. 

RELATIONS WITH OTHER LIBRARIES. 

Through articles on the new building, published in the 
Library Journal, of New York, and the Public Library Bulle- 
tin, of Boston, many letters have been received asking for 
plans of the building, the book of rules and regulations, and 
suggestions about organizing a library. Through corres- 
spondence the library has been able to be of assistance to 
several smaller libraries in the state. 
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PRINTED FINDING LISTS. 

A printed classified finding list of all the books in the 
library is in course of preparation. This has been 
demanded by the patrons of the library and it will doubtless 
increase the circulation of books, at the same time being a 
source of satisfaction to the readers. This printed list will 
by no means take the place of the card catalog, which is the 
only catalog that be kept up to date, and is the only alpha- 
betical arrangement of authors, titles and subjects. 

LIBRARY SERVICE. 

Miss Sarah McGo wan and Miss Marguerite McDaniel were 
elected in June as first and second assistants. They have 
rendered faithful and efficient service. Miss Annie Neill 
served as apprentice during August and September, and 
Miss Mary Temple gave similar service during February, 
March and April. 

Whatever advance the library may have made during 
the year would not have been possible, had it not been for 
the hearty co-operation of the members of the library board. 
For this we thank you.

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Report of the President. 



Sedalia, Mo., May 4, 1903. 
To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library: 

I have the honor to submit the annual report for the 
fiscal year ending April 30, 1903, it being the eighth for the 
Library. The details will be found in the accompanying 
reports of the Librarian and the Finance Committee. We 
have entered upon the second year of our occupancy of the 
new building. Unfortunately we were embarassed from the 
start by a large debt incurred by reason of the purchase of 
a lot for the building, and the necessary furniture and equip- 
ment thereof. This has been reduced by the pa3'ment of 
$1000.00 per year and by refunding the debt, thereby mak- 
ing a saving of $144.00, besides a reduction in the interest 
charge from 8 per cent to 6 per cent. There now remains of 
this debt $2500.00 unpaid, which we hope to be able to 
reduce by the payment of $1000.00 per year until the obli- 
gation is discharged. 

It is gratifying to know that the circulation for the fis- 
cal 3^ear just ended shows an increase of 5738 over the pre- 
vious year, and an increase in circulation of childrens books 
of 4841. 
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I am also glad to see a steady increase of country read- 
ers. They now number 178 and are among our most appre- 
ciative patrons. It should be our constant aim and effort 
to extend the benefits and privileges of the Library to the 
largest possible number of people in the community in such 
a manner as to accomplish the greatest amount of good. 
The demands upon its resources have been steadily increas- 
ing, and once out of debt, our revenue will be ample to 
meet all demands. The work in connection with the Public 
Schools is being appreciated, judging by the number of 
teachers and pupils who avail themselves of the privileges of 
the Library. The Sunday readers are numerous and I think 
we are amply repaid for our efforts in that direction by 
keeping the Librar}? open on Sunday afternoons from 2 to 6. 
The untiring energy and enthusiasm of the Librarian and 
Assistants merit the highest praise. To them is due the 
credit of the efficiency of the Library. One change was made 
in the staff during the year, that being the appointment of 
Miss Imhoff in the place of Miss McGowan, who resigned. 

The meeting of the Missouri Library Association was 
held at the Library, October 23 and 24. About thirty-five 
delegates from other libraries were present and were enthus- 
iastic in their appreciation of the hospitality shown them. 

They pronounced the building a model library building. Mr. 
J.Lawrence Mauran, the architect of the building, and Mr. F. 
M. Crundcn, librarian of St. Louis, were present and ad- 
dressed the assembly. 
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In conclusion I wish to thank the Board for their uni- 
form courtesy to me, and I have the honor of respectfully 
submitting the foregoing as my official annual report.

CIRCULATION. 

The appended table of circulation shows the total for 
the year to be 41,487 volumes, an increase of 5,738 volumes 
over last year. The circulation of fiction is also larger than 
last year, yet the per cent, shows an encouraging decrease, 
having fallen from 68 per cent, to 59 per cent. The circula- 
tion of children's books shows an increase of 4,841 volumes. 

The library was open for circulation 304Vidays with an 
average circulation of 136 books a day. The largest circu- 
lation for a single day occurred February 28th, when 400 
books were issued. 

REGISTRATION. 

1,120 readers have been registered during the past year, 
making the total number of registrations since entering the 
new building 2,992. 163 readers have left the city and 

three have been denied the privileges of the library, making 

the number of cards in force at the present time 2,826. Of 

these 830 are children under 16 years of age and 178 are 

from the country and surrounding towns in the country. 

17 teachers' cards have been issued since entering the new 

building. 
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READING AND REFERENCE ROOM. 

196 volumes are now on the reference shelves, where 
they may be freely consulted by anyone. In addition to 
these about 75 books have been reserved for the use of the 
woman's clubs. These we are not allowed to circulate except 
over night. No record has been kept of the use of these 
books nor of the reference books. 76 magazines and news- 
papers are on file in the reading room. A list of these is ap- 
pended to the report. 

SUNDAY USE OF READING ROOM. 

The largest number of visitors and readers at the Libra- 
ry on a single Sunday was 200, February 1, when the valen- 
tines were on exhibit. The smallest number was 8 on Feb* 
ruar^' 15, due to a severe snowstorm. The average attend- 
ance is 60, and consists largely of young men from the busi- 
ness colleges. 

PRINTED FINDING LISTS. 

In July, 1902, 1,000 copies of printed finding lists were 
finished at a cost of $98.75. These have been of great as- 
sistance to both readers and library, and through these lists 
many books have been circulated that had remained unused 
on the shelves. Those readers who were not able to come 
to the library have been able, by the use of the finding lists, 
to send lists of books they desired, and were more easily 
satisfied than when obliged to depend upon the judgment of 
those in charge at the desk. 
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WORK WITH THE CHILDREN. 

EflForts to attract the children to the Library have con- 
tinued during the year. Before the close of school in June, 
1902, printed lists of books suitable for the different grades 
were distributed among the school children and from these 
lists many children chose their books for summer reading. 

Picture bulletins have been prepared commemorating 
the holidays of the year, the birthdays of our great men and 
illustrating such subjects as animals, birds, artists, navy 
air-ships, Arctic exploration and others. Special efforts 
were made at Christmas time to render the rogm attractive 
and these efforts were fully recompensed by the appreciation 
of the children. 

An exhibit of valentines made by the children in the 
schools proved a greater attraction than anything else at- 
tempted at the Library. The work on the valentines showed 
great improvement over last year, indicating possibly that 
the children considered it an honor to have their work ex- 
hibited at the Library and they exerted every effort to make 
it worthy. 

Teachers have shown their appreciation of the Library 
by sending their pupils for help in writing their essays. 
Rooms from southeast and northeast schools have visited 
the Library, under guidance of the teachers, in one instance 
to see the valentines and in another to see photographs of 
RaphaePs paintings in the Smith and Cotton collection. 
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UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS. 

During the year the government documents in the base- 
ment have been placed in orderly arrangement so that any 
volume may be found with very little delay. 594 volumes 
have been accessioned (besides 133 received this year,) and 
38 volumes of scientific reports have been catalogued and 
placed in the general collection. 

250 duplicates were found among the government docu- 
ments and most of these have been returned to Washington. 

BINDING. 

47 volumes of magazines have been bound and 77 books 
(mostly fiction) have been rebound. No record has been 
kept of the number of books repaired by the assistants at 
the Library, but an average ot 20 each day would be a safe 
estimate. 

Of the books too worn to be rebound, 34 have been 
given to the Georgetown school, 12 to Prairie Grove school, 
35 to Northeast school. 

LIBRARY SERVICE. 

The two assistants, Miss Imhoff and Miss McDaniel, 
have not only been efficient in their duties but, have been in- 
terested and gracious in their contact with the public. They 
have been untiring in their willingness to co-operate in all 
plans for the development of the Library. 

We wish to express to the members of the Library 
board our grateful appreciation of their kindly interest and 
support in discharging the duties intrusted to us.

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Report of the President. 



Sedalia, Mo. May 1st, 1904. 

To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library : 

Pursuant to our By-Laws, I submit herewith my 
report as president of this Board for the fiscal year, 
ending with the month of April last. 

The Board entered upon the last year's work with 
an established svstem of internal administration, which 
was as nearly perfectly adapted to existing needs and 
conditions as we were capable of devising in the light 
of past experience and with the aid of a trained librar- 
ian qualified by special professional education. Further- 
more, a well defined and judicious financial policy had 
been previously inaugurated, and was being consist- 
ently adhered to. In addition, we had a corps of intel- 
ligent and industrious employees. Since the beginning 
of the last fiscal year conditions have not materially 
changed. No unforeseen event has given rise to new 
problems. We have consequently had little to do this 
year but to steer by the chart in familiar channels. 
No radical changes have been made; few important 
innovations have been introduced^ Therefore, this 
report may be full and at the same time brief. 
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During the year wo paid off ^90() of our debt, 
leaving a balance of $1,600.00, which will, according to 
our present phins, be wiped oat in less than two years. 
We have been able to buv in(>re books this vear than 
in any previous year, and have at the same time added 
a larger proportion of books of lasting value to the 
library. These results have been partially due to the 
fact that we have secured our supply of current iiction 
at a comparatively suiall cost through the Bodley Club 
Library — for the details of which plan see the Librar- 
ian's report — and partially due to the judicious manner 
in which the Book Committee has expended the funds 
set apart for the purchase of books. We have not yet 
been able to meet the public demand for new books, 
but two years hence, with our same income, we will be 
able to spend two and one-half times as much money 
for books as we have spent this year. 

The Board has been subjected to criticism, because 
of the fact that about forty per cent, of the income of 
the Library is annually expended for salaries. This 
matter has had careful consideration, and your presi- 
dent is fully convinced that our libniry can not give 
the public the service it now gives, nor the service 
which it ought to give, for less money. The usefulness 
of a Library to the public depends very largely upon 
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the work of the Librarian and her assistants. The 
duties performed by them are such as require a broad 
acquaintance with literature, a large amount of pro- 
fessional knowledge, besides tact, judgment and industry. 
It is impossible to care for our building, to keep it 
open to the public all day and until nine o'clock at 
night, to properly care for and catalogue the books, 
and to furnish intelligent and eflfective assistance to 
those who inquire for books and information, with a 
smaller or cheaper corps of employees. 

The only change in our staff during the year was 
occasioned by the resignation of Miss Blanche Imhoff, 
and the election of Miss Ada Leo Grifl&th as an assist- 
ant to the Librarian. 

The Library is becoming each year a greater edu- 
cational agency in the community. Besides sending 
nearly 40,000 books into the homes of Sedalia during 
the past twelve months, our reference books have been 
more largely used by students, young and old, and our 
reading and study rooms more frequented by the public 
than ever before. As our Reference Library grows, 
we are offering larger facilities to students and greater 
encouragement to research. 

In closing my term as President, I desire to 
express my gratification with the work that the Board 
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has accomplished during the year and my appreciation 
of the kindly treatment that I have had from each of 
vou.

By 
paying $100 a year we receive from the Bodley 
Club Library in Philadelphia, 100 books at the begin- 
ning of the year and these may be exchanged as often 
as we wish, the Library paying freight both ways. Our

patrons have been very pleased with these books, 
because in this way we have been able to provide more 
of the recent fiction than otherwise would have been 
possible. When the books are no longer popular they 
are returned, and more recent ones received in their 
places. 

Special mention is due Hon. John D. 
Russell, for his gift of the Sedalia Demo- 
crat for the years 1871-1882, 1884, 1885. 

Our senators and representatives in the United 
States Congress have been very kind in complying 
with the requests of the Library to obtain government 
documents for it. 

The Department of Agriculture has sent to the 
Library printed author and subject cards, indexing 
the publications of that Department. These cards will 
be of great assistance, directing to valuable material 
on agricultural subjects. Already 859 of these cards 
have been added to the catalogue, and several hundred 
more are to be added. 

Publishers of the Sedalia papers have very kindly 
supplied the Library with files of their papers and have 
printed information concerning the Library each week, 

Mrs. E. A. Wood has loaned for an indefinite 
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period two tall vases of Carrara marble. They adorn 
the Art room. 

Dr. George E. McNeil has loaned to the Library 
an interesting collection of curios from the Orient. 
These have been on display in the children's room and 
have attracted considerable attention. His collection 
of framed photographs of scenes in Greece, Rome and 
Egyt, and about five hundred souvenir postal cards 
have been exhibited in the rooms upstairs. 

Acknowledgment is also due to Mr. R. L. Leam- 
ing for Indian relics loaned for the Children's Story 
hour last summer, and for an almost constant supply 
of flowers from early spring through late Autumn.

tion of books 308 and two-thirds days- 
The total circulation is 38,511, an average of 124 
books a day. A table giving the circulation for each 
month in each class is appended to this report. 

The fact that the circulation has decreased since 
last year, may be due to unknown causes. That the 
decrease in January, February and March is due 
largely to fear of scarlet fever is without doubt. An 
increase in reference use of the Library among school 
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Students, mav have also caused a decrease in circulation 
of books for home use.

Report of the President. 



Sedalia, Mo., May 1, 1905. 
To the Board of Directors of tlie Sedalia Public Library : 

As required by our by-laws, I submit this report 
to you of the year closing with the month of April, 
1905. 

The past year has been one of the most successful 
years in the history of the Library. Never before have 
so many reader's cards been in use. More books have 
been added to the Library and more books taken out on 
Reader's Cards than in any previous year. A growing 
taste for better reading is evidenced bv the smaller 
proportion of books of fiction in circulation during the 
year and the corresponding increase in the circulation 
of more substantial literature. 

These results are partially due to the aggressive 
policy of the librarian in bringing the Library to the 
attention of the teachers and children of the public 
schools, to the addition of a larger proportion of books 
of enduring value and to judicious suggestions to read- 
ers emanating from the distributing desk. 

I desire to express to the Board the profound 
regret which I think all of you share with me in the 
prospective loss of the services of Mr. W. B. Mackey. 
He has long been one of the most useful members of 
this body. He was largely instrumental in getting our 
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Carnegie Bailding, and more largely instrumental than 
any other member in getting a well planned and well 
built library. 

His services as chairman »f tlie linnnciAl com- 
mittee, have been of very great value. The present 
good condition of our plant, of tmr udministrative system 
and of our finances ts largely due lohls untiring energy, 
his unflagging interest, his reaourcefUlneBB, his patient 
mastery of details and his sound business judgment. 
He will be greatly missed. 

During the year we have paid $800.00 of our 
indebtedness, leaving a balance of f800.00 which we 
will pay next year. 

The outl'iok for the future is very bright. With 
increased revenues .md no indebtedness, our Library 
should cuiiiiiiue to gr.Av in value and usefulness to the 
community.

Report of the Librarian. 

To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library : 
Herewith is submitted the tenth annual ro|)ort of 
the condition and work of the Sedalia 
Public Library for the year ending April 30, 
1905. 

A previous page gives a tabulated statement Contents 
of the number of books received, discarded, of the 
lost, and number now in the Library. Library 

The indebtedness of the Librarv still for- 
bids as large a purchase as we would wisih. 
Yet the money proportioned to book purchas- 
ing has been made to reach as far as possible, 
and nearly 650 books have been purchased 
at an average cost of less than one dollar per 
volume, and a large number of those have 
been encyclopedias and expensive reference 
books . 

A large number of the books purchased 
were selected from second -hand and clearance 
catalogues. The following quotation from 
the bulletin of the American Librarv Asso- 
elation Committee on Book-Buying will 
indicate that this has been the policy of 
other libraries : 

'*When the American Publishers Associa- 
tion adopted the net price rule, refusing to 
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Contents supply any booksollera who sold at less than 
of the the list price, the libraries found their cher- 
Library ished discounts curtailed and their book bills 

Contin- increased, as they claimed, from tentothirty 
ued. per cent. The libraries struck. A committee 
on book prices was appointed by the Ameri- 
can Library Association to act as walking 
delegates, so to speak, and upnn their advice, 
the libraries bought as few new books ms 
possible. They purchased second-hand 
books ; they took advantage ot their right of 
importing duty free, and got books from 
England at 2U to 50 per cent, leas than the 
prices of the same books in this country; 
they replenished theirseta of standard novels 
instead of buying new ones ; they bound their 
periodicals; they bought more technical books 
and less fiction." 

Of the twohundred and eleven volumes of 
fiction boughtduringthe year, ninety-six were 
of standard authors, and only sixteen were 
current hooks, lor which there was an imme- 
diale though possibly a short-lived demand. 
The demand for the latest books has been 
partially satisfied by the Bodley Club Lib- 
rary Service, for wliich onr hundred dollars 
a year have been paid for the use of one 
hundred books at a time, to be exchanged as 
pften as we desired.

Circula- The circulation of books for home use 

tion. was 41,590, an increase of 3079 over last year. 

The Library has been open for circulation 

304 days during the year, with an average 

circulation of 137 books per day. 

The largest circulation for one day was 
378, which occurred February 4. The largest 
monthly circulation was for March, 4407. 

The number of children's books circulated 
was 12,249, 29 per cent, of the total. The 
circulation of fiction was 69 per cent. 

A table of the circulation for each month 
and each class is appended to this report, 
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The new readers receiving cards during Registra- 
the year numbered 742. Of this number tion, 
55 were from Pettis county outside of 
Sedalia, and 237 were children. Ton read- 
ers have died during the year, and 115 have 
left the city, leaving a present total of 4014. 
The total nuniber of children drawing books 
from the Library is 1040, and the total 
number of readers from the country and 
small towns in Pettis county is 265. 

New shelves have been placed in the Reading 
reading room and the bound volumes of the and 
magazines have been moved into this room, Reference 
where they may be consulted at any time. Room. 

There are 264 reference books and 218 
bound magazines on open shelves in the 
reading room. The list of current magazines 
and newspapers on lilo is appended to this 
report. 

Greater independence and ability to use tlie 
indexes and to find material for themselves 
has been noticed among those who use the 
reading room, especially among tlie pu[)ils 
from the schools. 

One hundred and thirty-six books have Binding, 
been re-bound durin<>: the vear, and sixty 
volumes have been bound. This bv no 
means fulfills the need. There are now more 
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than one hnndred books and two hiudibcl 
and fifty magtianes waiting to be bonnd. An 
average ot twenty books are mended eadi day 
at the library. 

Arbor During the wiuter Mr. J. H. Builiwull 

Day. offered to give to the Library two trees tu be 
planted on the lawn. In planning fur the 
planting, it seemed an ujiportunc time to pre- 
pare for ceremonies tu commemorate ilie 
event. The first Friday iifti-r the first Tues- 
day in April is designated by law in Mia- 
touri as Arbor Day, and the exen-ist-s were 
held in the afternoon of this day on tin: 
Library lawn. Professur G. V. Buclian.ui, 
superintendent of the public schools, very 
Itindly co-operated, and closed tiic achools 
early, that tlie seventh and eighth grades and 
high school pupils and teachers of all the 
grades might attend. Professor Early, 
teacher of music iii the schools, led the High 
school and grades in singing; the president 
of the Woman's Relief Corps presented a flag 
to the Library, and Mr. J. H, Bothwell deliv- 
ered a short address on trees, after which he 
gave some practical lessons on tree planting. 
Childrens' Believing that the organization of a Lib- 
Depart- rary League among thechildren, would bring 

ment. about greater care in the handling of books, 
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the Librarian visited the schools of Sedalia 
last May and talked to the chikiren about 
being careful with books, and invited them 
to join a Library League. They wore asked 
to come to the Library the first Saturday 
after the close of school, when thev would have 
opportunity to enroll their names and to 
sign the pledge of the League. The pledge 
defines the pur[)ose of the organization, and 
reads : 

"We, the undersigned, members of thu 
Library League, agree to do all in our power 
to assist the Librarian in keeping the books 
in good condition. 

We promis(i to remember lliat good 
books contain the living thoughts of good 
and great men and wonun, and arelhereforo 
entitled to respect. 

We will not handle any library book 
roughly, carelessly, or with dirty hands, will 
not mark it, turn down leaves, or injure it in 
any way. 

We will do all in our power to interest 
other boys and girls in the right care of books, 
and will report all that we find in bail condi- 
tion. 

When in the Library, we will step softly 
and move quietly, and try not to annoy other 



readers by any unnecessary noise or talking." 
One hundred sixty-five names are on tlie 
rull, and it is confidently believed that the 
ciimingBummer will brinjr many more names. 
After the furmatiun of the League, a 
markc'l im|jrovementwasnoticetl inthechil- 
dren's manner of caring for the books, and in 
their behavior in the Library. 

The League met once iu every two weeks 
during the summer, and at each meeting 
stories were told to the children. Mrs, S. G. 
Mason, who had once been a kindergarten 
teacher, told the story of Patsy, a kinder- 
garten story, Miss Gr.ice Campbell talked 
about Japan at one meeting, at annther, 
about the early days of Missouri, and at 
another gave stories from the "Little Cousin" 
books. Miss Marguerite Curran told stories 
from Wagner's operas, and Professor Walter 
K.;iuten.strauch gave some interesting accounts 
of the logging camps in Maine. The attend- 
ance ranged from lifty to one hundred and 
fifteen. On the days of the story hour, the 
circulation of children's books was much 
increased.

Bulletins, unoccupied during the year. Besides thelists 

of new books, picture bulletins have been 
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prepared on the anniversaries of the year, 
such as Fourth of Julv, Hallowe'en, Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, St. Valentine's Day, 
Easter; on the birthdays of prominent men, 
as Washington, Lincoln, McKinley, Hans 
Christian Andersen, Longfellow, Haw- 
thorne and others; on subjects of current 
interest, as the death of Henry M. Stanley, 
Russo-Japanese War, Parsifal, Trees and 
their care, Tibet, World's Fair. Lists of 
books have also been published in the news- 
papers on Africa, Western life, Trees, books 
for boys and girls, and other subjects. The 
lists of essay subjects were used exten- 
sively by High School pupils. 

Earlv in November invitations were 
issued to the members of the Countv Teach- 
ers Institute, which was soon to convene in 
Sedalia, to attend a reception at the Public 
Librarv. The invitation was ^riven in order 
that the teachers who w< re not accustomed to 
use the Librarv, might become acquainted 
with its resources, and that the teachers in 
the countv outside of Sedalia, mitrht realize 
that the |)rivileges of the Library were for 
them as well as for those of the citv. The 
Librarian was invited to read a paper at the 
Institute, at an hour preceding the reception, 



Work 
with the 
Schools. 
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and this opportunity was used to explain the 
relations of the public library to the schools, 
and to welcome tlie teachers to the reception. 
PiHich was served durijig the afternoon 
of ilie recepliiin. and the Library finding lists 
were given as souvenirs, Ahuut one hundred 
teachers were present. The results of this 
event have been evident during the entire 
winter, Sixteen new teachers' cards have 
been iii;iucd, and many of the teachers use 
their cards, not only for their own study, but 
also for hooks to be circulated among the 
cliildren. A few teachers have used cards 
belonging to members of their own families, 
t<i obtain biioks for their cliildren and have 
in this way secured small circulating librar- 
ies for tlieir rooms, and these they have 
exchiinged every two weeks. Other teachers 
liave brought their children's cards to the 
Library and drawn books for them, when 
tliey lived too far to come themselves. The 
teachers have also borrowed pictures from 
the Library to illustrate llieir history, geo- 
graphy and essay work. 

The Librarian was invited by the Sub- 
freshmen to talk to them about how to use 
the Library. A few instructions were given 
in half an hour's talk on how to use the card- 
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catalogues, indexes, the periodicals and the 
reference books. 

During the fall of 1904, at the request 
of the Principal of the Broadway school, a 
list of books on how to live with people, was 
prepared for each grade, and a copy was sent 
to each teacher in that school. These lists 
were used by them in choosing books for 
their children. 

The Librarian was invited to speak at a 
Mother's meeting held last November at the 
Southeast School, and this opportunity was 
used to urge the mothers to take an interest 
in their children's reading, and suggestions 
were given concerning books delightful to 
parents as well as to children. 

Books too worn to be circulated at the 
Library have been gratefully received by the 
Prospect, Northeast, Southeast and Franklin 
schools, and have been distributed among the 
children. Duplicate magazines have also been 
given to the schools for use in essay work. 

Besides these special efforts, continued 
help has been given to the children in essay 
work, and to the teachers in finding material 
that will enhance the interest of the pupils in 
their studies.

The Staff. September 1st Miss Marguerite McDan- 
iel was granted a leave of absence for ten 
months to attend the State University, and 
Miss Ad;i LeeGriflilh resigned in ordtr to 
ntteiid Missdiiri Valley College.

Sedalia, Mo., May 1, 1906. 
To the Board of Directors of Hie Sedalia Public Library : 

In accordance with the requirements o( the by-laws, I submit here- 
with my report as President of the Board for the year ending April 30 
last. 

The most important event of the year was the payment of the last 
dollar of our indebtedness. This indebtedness was originally twenty- 
five hundred dollars, and was incurred in furnishing the new building. 
The payment of this debt will allow us to spend about eight hundred 
and fifty dollars more for books next year than heretofore. In addition, 
we will have a substantial increase in our income on account of the increase 
in the assessed valuation of property in the city. Accordingly, we will 
hereafter be in better shape to meet the growing demand for more 
books. 

While the City Council is en^a^ed in a controvcTsy with the light- 
ing companies, which may terminate in the ^rantinij of new franchises 
to those companies, we he^ leave to call (lie Council's attention to the 
fact that we are spending nearly two hundred dollars a year for lighting, 
which might be saved to the city by re(iuirinii the lii^litin^ companies to 
furnish light to the city institutions without cost, just as the Water 
Company has been furnishinij water to us. Wi* very respectfully ask 
the City Council to bear this in mind wheiu;ver tin* time shall come 
for granting new lighting franchisees.

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The circulation of books for home use was 41,494, a Circula- 
decrease of 96 from last year, Although the decrease is small, tiOD. 
the fact that it is not an increase causes attention. This 
may be due to several causes. The new interest in mannual 
training in the schools may have temporarily hindered the 
growth of interest in reading. About fifty books were sent 
to the Southeast school, to be used there indefinitely, and as 
many sent to Franklin school. No account was kept of the 
circulation of these. 

The use of fiction increased this year from 59 to 60 
per cent. There has been considerable increase in the use 
of books of science, useful arts and fine arts. These include 
electricity, mechanics, agriculture and architecture, and 
indicate a larger use of the Library by men. 

Over one hundred volumes were placed in Mr. Otis 
Smith's drug store early in February, and have circulated 
from there under the same rules as from the Library. 

The Library has been open 309 days, and the average 
daily circulation has been 135. 

A table of the circulation for each month and each 
class is appended to this report. 

Six hundred and ninety-three new readers have been ReST.S- 
added during the year, and 258 cards have been renewed, tration- 
Of the new readers 259 were juvenile, and 40 were from 
the country outside of Scdalia.

No eepeciaily notable events have marked the work of the 
Ijhrarj- durin»c the yenr The increased revenue hus made 
iivniliihle tt lareer Iwnd for the purchase of books, and thie ba9 * 
been judicioualy invented- An effort has been made to strengthen 
the mut«rial in the reference ^ectioD. sa well as other sections of 1 
Holid, permanent value, and at the ^ume time to supply 
demand for popular books of a less permanent and substantial 
class. Thifl policy, I believe, ie wise and should be continued. 

Believin); thai it is desirable to concentrate as far as possible, 
about the Librarv the literary activities of the citv, the Board 
hae granted to two Literary Clubs, the use of the lecture room 
OD the second floor, for their meetings. This has materially 
iacreased the use of the Library by members of these clubs. 

The most rigid economy, consistent with efficient ser\'ice, 
that has been the policy of the Board in the past, has been con- 
tinued during the year. It is gratifying that there has been 
no work for the Committee on Complaints. 

Arrangements have been made with the City Board of Health 
to notify the Librarian of all cases of contagious disease, in order 
to guard against the circulation of books from infected families. 

It is still a matter of regret that so large a per cent, of our 
people make no use of the Library, I beheve this is partly 



due to the fact that so many do not realize the value and extent 
of the service the Library is prepared to give them. 

It is believed that some system of advertising, which will 
bring the facts to the attention of our large industrial population, 
will greatly add to the number of readers. 

With this in view, arrangements have been perfected to 
observe a Library Week, during which special invitations will 
be issued to all our people to visit the Library, and during the 
afternoons and evenings lectures will be given on popular sub- 
jects. We are hopeful that this will add many to the large list 
of readers, and if this result is attained, I would recommend 
that a similar observance be held each year. 

I desire to commend the efficient service of the Librarian 
and assistants. I thank the members of the Board for uniform 
courtesy and co-operation.

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REPORT OF THE UBRARIAN 



To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia liiblie Library: 

I have the honor to submit the twelfth annual report of 
the Sedalia Public Library, for the year ending April 30, 1907. 

Although there are few new ventures to record, the growth 
of the Library has been steady and decided. The circulation 
was nearly two thousand more than any year in the history of 
the library. More books were purchased, more magazines 
bound, than during any previous year, more reference questions 
have been asked, and on some Sunday afternoons the reading 
room has been taxed to its utmost capacity. 

Books added during the year were 1186. Books accessions 
deducted because worn out or lost, were 144. Net 
gain during the year 1042. Total number in the 
library at the present time, exclusive of uncatalogued 
government documents, is 8808. 

A table of accessions is appended to this report.

The Missouri State Horticultural Society has 
contributed a file of its reports and other publications. 

The publishers of the Sedalia newspapers, have 
continued to favor the Library with the daily issues 
aud to print notes about the library each week. 

A list of donors is appended to this report. 

RcoLA- The circulation of books at the main library 

for home use was 43,794. Books circulated at Mr. 
Otis Smith's drug store in East Sedalia numbered 
283, making a total of 44.077, an increase over last 
year of 2583. This increase is mostly in books other 
than fiction, the increase in fiction being only 34. 

The number of juvenile books circulated was 
K 29 per cent, of the whole. Fiction was 59 per cent. 

The library was open for lending books 306 days, 
and the average daily circulation was 144. 

Books too worn to be bound or to be circulated 
from the library, have been given to the colored 
public school. 

Tabulated statistics for each month and each 
class are appended to this report. 



Six hundred and seventy-four readers have been 
registered during the year. Of these 379 are adults, 
295 children. Thirty-six were from Pettis Coutity, 
outside of Sedalia. Ten readers died during the year, 
and 141 left towD.

Of the magazines bound, fifty volumes were 
duplicates, bound for home circulation. These have 
proved to be very popular.

cases upstairs. Mr. A. W. Winzenburg kindly 
loaned a fine collection of petrifactions; Mr. A. P. 
Winzenburg, a large number of moths, butterflies, and 
other insects; Miss Jessie Blair, some minerals, 
precious stones, and rare geological specimens; Mr. 
L. H. Archias, shells, and a mastodon's tooth. 

Many of these specimens will probably be left 
at the librarv indefinitelv. 

Before the close of school last year some book work 
lists for children were printed in the form of book childrbh 
marks. The teachers kindly consented to place 
copies of these in the envelopes containing the report 
cards of the children. In this way the Library was 
brought to the notice of every child, and many new 
children soon registered as readers.

In acconluica with tbe teqniteiiMBU of the bjr-fatm, I sab- 
tnit herewith m; report aa pRs'dent of tbe Board, for the year 
eodiDg Ai^l 30, 1908: 

CoQifitJoas have not tnatczially changed: therefore, a 
tnirf sutniDary will present tbe work of the je^r. A steady 
advancement haA roaHcnl the progreae ol tbe manifold intereeta 
nf tbe library. There has been an iDcreasiQe namber of readers 
and tbe cirrulalinn «bows a gratifying growth. The reading 
rootns have int-reaeed in popolanty. The reference books have 
been more largely lued. More rooney has been available for 
books, and this baa been judidouKly expended. Remembering 
that these represent it« primary object*, we are pleaf«d to report 
that thus hae been tbe most successful year in the history of the 
Library. 

Some important changes have been made in our staff during 
the year- Miiw Faith E. Smith, who since the opening of the 
Library, futhfully performed the dutiea of Librarian, resided 
to accept a more desirable position at Pittsburg, Pa. Tbe 
Board felt that it would be difficult to secure one to fill the va- 
cancy and offered every inducement to have her remain. She 
was so genial, so pleasant, so resourceful, so enthusiaBtic and so 
capable that the great success of tbe work was largely due to 
her untiring efforts, yet the new position offered larger oppor- 
tunities. She accepted and closed her long term of service 
October 1, 1907. 

So thoroughly had Miss Smith organized the work and 
trained the assistants, that the Board deliberated until No- 
vember 1, 1907, before selecting a new Librarian from the 
numerous applicants for tbe position. During the interval, 
Hiss Marguerite McDaniel most efficiently managed the affairs 
of the Library, assisted by Hiss Marguerite Curran. 

Miss Florence Wbittier was finally selected for the pomtion 
of Librarian at a salary of $1000 per annum and began service 



November 1, 1907. So far as can be judged at this time I am 
quite convinced that the Board made a wise selection, and hope 
we may have a long term of the efficient and successful service 
of Miss Whittier. Miss Whittier is a graduate of Standford 
University, California, and of the New York State Library 
School. She has spent almost two years in study and travel 
in Europe. 

Assistant Librarian, Miss Marguerite Curran, was also 
invited to accept a position with superior opportunities and 
resigned, her term of service ending January 15, 1908. While 
the Board regretted to lose her valuable and always satisfactory 
service, it was glad to have her promoted to larger work. 

Miss Valeria Easton was selected to fill the position of 
Second Assistant Librarian and has proven to be a pleasant 
and capable worker. 

The Pettis County Medical Society suggested to the Board 
that it would be pleased to begin a Medical Library in one of 
the small unused rooms on the second floor of the Library 
building, and the Board tendered the Society a room for this 
purpose. Some books have already been placed and we hope 
to see many more and that these will form a nucleus of a large 
collection. It might at some future time seem desirable to 
invite similar arrangements for Law and Theological works. 

The Literary Clubs have continued to hold their meetings 
in the lecture room, and as yet there is no cause to doubt the 
wisdom of the Board in granting them this privilege. 

Last year arrangements were made with Mr. Otis Smith 
to distribute books from his drug store and a liberal supply of 
books have been deposited there for the convenience of those 
who live in the eastern section of the city. This has proven 
popular and successful and I think should be continued. 

I thank the Board for their unfailing courtesy and assist- 
ance during the year.

To the Board of Directors of tlie Sedalia Public Library: 

In accordance with the requiremenla of the by-laws, I 
submit herewith my report as president of the Board for the 
year emling April 30, 1909. 

No changes have been made in the staff during the year. 
The Librarian and aasiatanta have been enthusiastic, efficient 
and faithful. They constantly endeavor to cultivate amoag 
the patrons of the library a taste for the beat in literature and 
diecuurage ob much as possible the use of trashy novels. They 
thus become more and more important influences In the literary 
life of the city. 

I am convinced that mothers and fathers do not suSiciently 
realize the importance of a well developed taste for good litera- 
ture in their cliildren. When you can get hoys and girls to 
like a good book better than the frivolities of society and loiter- 
ing about the Btreets, you have done much to direct their live* 
alont; safe channels. The library in all its activities seeks 
to cooperate with parents that this very desirable condition 
may be attained among our young people. 

No money contributed by our people is, in my opinion, 
better used than that which muntuns our library. The 
only regret we have regarding the finances of this institution 
is, that they are not sufficient to purchase many books that 
should be placed ou the shelves. No one, I feel sure, who 
frequents the library and sees the large number who make use 
of the reading rooms, will begrudge one cent of what it costs. 

Last summer all of the walls of the mun floor and of the 
Art Room and Hall of the second floor were redecorated. This 
in the first time since the building was completed in 1901. The 
walla are now punted in different shades of brown with cream 
ceilings which tone in well with the dark oak woodwork. 



The work of the year has continued along established 
lines, no new policies have been inaugurated, no notable events 
have Occurred. The report of the librarian and finance com- 
Doittee will give you in detail the operations of the year. 

Owing to failing health, Mrs. Teresa M. Burrowes has 
severed her connection with this Board. I join with you in 
an expression of regret and a wish for her recovery. She was 
always prompt in attendance, always helpful and always faith- 
ful in the performance of her duties as a member of the Board. 
The death of Mr. Lemon, a faithful member of the Board of 
Directors, occurred last May to the regret of all. Mr. F. W. 
Phipps was appointed in his place. 

I again thank the members of the Board for their uniform 
courtesy and assistance during the year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 



To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library: 

I have the honor to submit the fourteenth annual report 
of the Sedalia Public Librarj' for the year ending April 30, 1909. 

The work of the Library during the past year has differed 
little from that of preceding years except that a thorough 
inventory has been taken of the material in the basement. 
All useless magazines, books and papers have been given away 
or destroyed. The U. S. government documents have been 
put into good working order and many sacks of duplicates 
returned to the Superintendent of documents. The Missouri 
documents are shelved together. The same process of elimi- 
nation has been applied to all departments of the library from 
the Stack room shelves to the Reader's cards filed at the Loan 
desk. 

In spite of the large number of books discarded and of 
Reader's cards cancelled the growth of the Library shows a 
decided advance over last year. 

The circulation exceeded all previous years by over sixteen 
hundred. Almost three hundred more books were purchased 
this year than ever before. More binding has been done. 
Ninety-six feet of shelving has been added to the Reference 
room. 

Books added during the year were 1888. Books accbsmohs 
deducted because worn out or 4ost, were 412.

The classes of History, Drama 
and Poetry have been so increased that next year 
attention can be turned to other clas.ses. The 
books needed by the High School students for thdr 
required reading have been duplicated suffidently 
to meet the demand. 



There have been many notable ^fts made to fBOTB 
the Library this year. The Ladies Musical Club 
gave lis Hubbard's American History and Encyclo- 
pedia of Music, a valuable ten volume set. Mr. 
O. D. Noble gave us many magazines and books 
\vhich were needed additions. Mr. John Brenneman 
and Mr. C. E. Baker gave many bound volumes of 
Sedalia newspapers to the library. Miss Jesme 
Blair made a permanent loan to the Library of a 
large cabinet full of geological specimens collected 
by her father. Mrs. B. B. Graham of St. Louis 
presented the Children's room with a large framed 
picture of Mount Vernon. The St. Louis Mercantile 
Library presented us with fourteen bound volumes 
of the Atlantic Monthly which we lacked. 

Many church organizations have been most 
generous in giving to the Library their church papers. 
The publishers of the Sedalia newspapers have con- 
tinued to favor the Library with the daily issue and 
to print notes about the Library each week. 

A list of gifts is appended to this report. 

The circulation of books at the main Library ^**^"%Jq« 
for home use was 47,649. Books circulated at Mr. 
Otis Smith's drug store in East Sedalia numbered 
776, making a total of 48,425, an increase over last 
year of 1629. 

The number of juvenile books circulated was 
32 per cent of the whole. Fiction was 57 per cent. 

The Library was open for lending books 305 
days and the average daily circulation was 158. 

Open shelving was put in Mr. Smith's drug 
store during the winter and this has aided in doubling 
the circulation there this year. 

Tabulated statistics for each month and each 
class are appended to this report. 



K^o's'^^ Seven hundred and thirty-nine readers have 

bee0 regislpred during the year. Of these 409 are 
adultfl, 330 children, 14 from Pettis County outside 
of Sedalia. Three readers died during the year 
and 159 left town.

BXRUacs No fitatislics have l>een kept of the books used 

for reference, or of the attendance in the Reference 
room, but this has been a particularly busy year. 
Many tinies every seat has l>een occupied and two 
persons hav« been constantly assistin)i patrons. 
Two hundred and forty-five volumes of bound 
magazines were shelved in the Reference room during 
the year and 363 t'ooks rebound. 

The weekly story hour was continued during 
the summer, Mrs. Ma.-ion, Mrs. (iarrett, Mrs. Wal- 
lace, Miss Fitzgerald, and Mr. John Montgomery 
very kindly assisted the Ubrary S'.atT and enter- 
tained the children during several story hours. At 
Hallowe'en, Thanksgiving, Christmas and Lincoln's 
birthday special story hours were held and the Child- 
ren's room was decorated tit euit the occasion. Lists 
of good stories were given to the children and the 
room was crowded to its utmost capacity. 

The work done in Manual Training by the 
schools has been exhibited from time to time in the 
Children's room. The exhibits that particularly 
attracted attention were the Valentine and George 
Washington exhibits. 

This year the librarian has made a special effort 
to get better acquainted with the teachers. Talks 
were made at the County institute. Teacher's meet- 



ings and stories were told in many of the school rooms 
especially at anniversaries such as that of Joel Chand- 
ler Harris when Uncle Remus stories were told to 
four rooms. 

The bulletin board was kept supplied with SSom**^ 
pictures relating to current events, anniversaries of ♦ 

celebrated men, brief lists of books on various topics 
and announcements of new books. Special lists 
have been prepared for all clubs in the City and for 
the High School teachers. 

Under the auspices of the Sorosis Club an exhibit art 
of paintings by St. Louis artists was held in the Art 
room of the library on the 29th and 30th of April. 

An exhibit of art post cards was loaned by Miss 
Laura Yeater of Warrensburg. 

During the year our collection of pictures has wcturbs 
increased. We now have 1980, an increase of 414 
over last year. These have been used in our work 
with the schools and in the Children's room. 

Money received from renting duplicate copies 2^x1^^^* 
of recent fiction was $18.41. Balance from last year §9^^" 
was $7.08, making a total of $25.49. Expenditures 
for books amounted to $11.20. 

Through the courtesy of the Library Board J^SSJy 
Miss Easton and Miss Whittier attended the meeting i^S^f^^' 
of the Missouri Library Association at Moberly.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 



To the Board of Directors of tht Sedalia Public Library, 

Id accordance with the requiremeDts of the by-laws, I i 
submit lierewilh my report aa President of the Board for ths I 
year ending April 30, 1910. 

Two changes have been made in the staff during the year, j 

Misa Whittier, who during her two years of service had 
shown herself a most efficient librarian, resigned the first of j 
October. We feel her departure a great loss to the library, 
but we have been very fortunate in securing the services of ' 
Mias Lytle, who came highly recommended and haa proven 
herself a worthy aucceasor. 

Miss Sarah Knight McLaughlin, third aasiatant, resigned 
to attend the State University. h 

I am pleased to note the increase of circulation at the ^| 
library, more than 5000 over that of last year— in particular 
that at the East Sedalia Branch which nearly doubled during 
the year. 

Tungsten lights have been installed throughout the bidld- 
iag, and new shelving added. 

Our growing collection of hooks makes it necessary to 
install additional shelving on the lower floor of the stack room, 
as originally planned by the architects but at the time omitted 
for lack of funds. 

The present charging desk is now found too small and 
inconvenient for the working force and a new one of more 
modern arrangement is planned for. This will mean a great 
saving of labor to the librarian and her assistants. 

From the beginning we have been hampered by the lack 
of funds for the purchase of books, for the reason that the 
Board assumed a large indebtedness for the purchase of lot 



and furniture. That debt having been paid, we are now 
installing the new furnishings above mentioned so badly needed 
for many years, and with our increased revenue we hope to 
be able in the future better to satisfy the constant demand 
for books, and especially to provide more adequately for the 
needs of our schools.

REPORT OF THE UBRARIAN 



To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library: 

I have the honor to submit to you the fifteenth annual 
report of the Sedalia Public Library, for the year ending April 
30, 1910. 

This report covers five months of the administration of 
the former librarian. Miss Florence Whittier, three months 
under Miss McDaniel, as acting librarian, and four months 
of the service of the present librarian, whose work began the 
fourth of January. The librarian, therefore, feels some hesi- 
tation in presenting the account of the year's work of which 
she has done only a small part. It is evident, however, that 
the library is becoming better known and more appreciated 
in Sedalia. To this, the largely increased use of books for 
home reading and in the reference room testifies. 

There are now in the library 12462 books, ex- ACCiSBioirs 
elusive of government documents and duplicate books 
shelved in the basement. 1194 books were added 
during the year; 832 of these by purchase, the rest 
from the various sources as shown in the statistics 
given at the end of this report. 253 books were with- 
drawn for the different reasons shown in the statistical 
table, making the net gain 941. 

Special attention was given to supplying full sets 
of several standard authors. The works of Irving, 
Ruskin, and Stevenson were bought; complete sets of 
Ck)oper and Scott were placed in the children's room, 
and a new set of the Stoddard lectures was added to 
the adult shelves.

I The library has received during the year many 

boolts and pamphlets as gifts, a het of which is given 
at the end of this report. Mr. S. K. Bullard gave 
about 50 volumes. Among these were the complete 
works of Scott, which we were very glad to have for 
the children's room and a fine copy of Dante's Inferno, 
with the Dore illustrations. Mrs. J. B. Byng and 
Miss Kaler each gave a number of books and maga- 
zines. Several organizations continue to ^ve ub 
their publications, and we are much indebted to the 
publishers of the Sedalia papers both for the gift of 
the current issues and for their courtesy in printing 
library news and lists of books. 

During the year, 62149 books were circulated at 
the main library; 1341, at Mr. Smith's drugstore in 
East Sedalia, nearly double the number issued there 
last year, making a total circulation of 53490, an in- 
crease over last year of 5065. The juvenile books 
issued were 31 percent of the whole number; fiction, 
65 percent of the whole. 

The collection of pamphlets is being revised, old 
and useless things discarded and new material added. 
Many subjects on which we have no books are well 
treated in pamphlets and we are trying to gather 
these and arrange tbem in easily accessible files. 



In the effort to* extend the use of the library as prihtsd 
much as possible, short lists of books on various sub- 
jects have been printed and distributed at different 
places — at the Y. M. C. A., at the railroad shops, at 
the schools, etc. Items of interest about the library, 
lists of new books and brief bibliographies on subjects 
of current interest have been printed every week in 
the Democrat-Sentinel and the Sedalia Capital. 

A re-registration df all readers has been begun RBOIstiuu 
and all expired cards have been cast out. For this 
reason we seem to have fewer readers now than we 
had last year, though as a matter of fact we have 
added 860 new names. It is intended to have this 
process of re-registration going on all the time here- 
after, so that the list of borrowers will be constantly 
correcting itself. 

New cards issued during the year were 860. 
Cards expired and withdrawn, 1789. Our total 
number of borrowers is 4218. 

137 magazines were bound and added to the refer- bindiiio 
ence collection. 401 other books were bound or 
resewed. 

Whenever possible children's books in special 
library binding have been purchased, as the ordinary 
publishers' binding is not equal to the strain put 
upon it. 

The use of the reference room has shown a decided 
increase. This has been particularly noticeable in 
the case of High School students, who have used the 
library for help in their work more than ever before. 
Special reservations have been made for them at dif- 
ferent times, both for their required reading in English 
and to assist them in special topic work. The library 
is particularly glad to co-operate with the schools in 
these and all other ways. 



It has been e9pe<^a)1y gratifying to notice the 
large numbers who come to the librar)' on Sunday 
afternoons. Many of these Sunday readers are men 
who cannot come often during the week. 

Reference work for the different clubs has been 
done and a multitude of questions looked up for in- 
quirers at the desk or by telephone. We regard the 
reference work done by the library as one of its most 
important duties and hope that the people will learn 
to call upon its resources more and more. 
CHiLiatn During the summer, stories were told to the 

children each week. In June Miss McDaniel told of 
the Greek gods and goddesses; in July Misa Whittier 
recounted the history of the Trojan war and its heroes; 
in August Miss Curran told iniscellaneoua stories. 
To accompany this series of stories on Greek mytho- 
logy several very artistic bulletins made by Miss 
McLaughlin were displayed. 
■CHOCU Last year Miss Whittier visited the schools, tell- 

ing stories of fordgn countries to the children in con- 
nection with their geography work. This spring a 
be^nning was made at giving all eighth grade pupils 
some definite instruction in the use of the library. 
Three rooms have been visited so far. The librarian 
hafi ^ven half hour talks on four successive days to 
each room about the arrangement of books at the 
library, the catalog, the periodical indexes and the 
reference books. Following these talks, the children 
have come to the library in small groups for an hour's 
practice in finding books and magazine articles for 
themselves. The children have shown great interest 
and it has given to many of them a gratifying insight 
into the plan of the library and a feeling of ahility to 
help themselves. It is hoped that such work as this 
continued year after year may result in greater use 



of the library among the High School students and 
perhaps even more particularly among those whose 
school work ends with the eighth grade. For sugges- 
tiomt and plans for this work^ the librarian is much 
indebted to Miss Mary A. Smith, of the Eau Claire, 
Wiscoiisin, Public Library, who has been very suc- 
cessful in doing similar wiDrk there. 

450 feet of pine shelving have been added in the shblvoio 
basement for duplicate magazines and government 
documents and 30 feet of oak shelving in the delivery 
hall to accomodate those bound magazines for which 
there is not space at present in the reference room. 

Weekly staff meetings have been continued sTAit 
during the year, at which current events are discussed, 
new books reviewed, reference books studied and 
library matters talked over. These meetings are 
held at 8:30 in the morning before the library opens 
and prove both enjoyable and helpful. 

There have been several changes in the staff 
during the year. Miss Whittier, the former librarian^ 
resigned and her place was not filled till January. 
During this interval the work was in charge of Miss 
McDaniel. Miss McLaughlin resigned at the end of 
March and her place has not yet been filled. On the 
seventh of March, Miss Josephine Franklin came into 
the library as an apprentice. 

The relations of the staff among themselves and 
toward the public have been uniformly pleasant. The 
librarian feels that she has been unusually fortunate 
in finding such efficient and congenial assistants at 
the beginning of her work. 

Through the courtesy of the Library Board, 
Miss McDaniel attended the meeting of the Missouri 
Library Association held at (Columbia last October.

It 
has seemed unwise to the present librarian to spend 
this extra money until she had been here long enough 
to understand the needs of the institution more 
thoroughly. Then, too, there are several additionB 
to the library equipment which must be made soon. 
The present shelf room is nearly all occupied and 
it will be necessary to build more shelves in the 
children's room and to add the iron stacks in the 
basement of the main stack room which were con- 
templated in the original plan. This will be quite 
an expense but it is an obvious necessity. Another 
need more apparent to the staff perhaps than to 
the public, is a new loan desk. The present one 
is extremely inconvenient and entirely inadequate 
in space for the books, mag<iunes and various card 
files which must be kept there. Plans are on hand 
for both stacks and desk and it is hoped that they 
will soon be installed. 
I wish to express my appreciation of the courtesy and 
helpfulness of the members of the Board and the efficient and 
cheerful service of the staff, all of which has meant so much 
to me.

From the main library, 49384 books were 'cir- 
culated; from Mr. Smith's drug store in East Sedalia, 
1824; from Mr. Neal's grocery in Southwest Sedalia, 
240; from the Southeast school, 399, making the 
total circulation. 51 ,847. Of this total, the juvenile 
books were 29%. 

The balance in the duplicate rental fund at the 
end of last year was $7.42; receipts for the year 
$14.60, expenditures, $18.05, leaving a balance now 
on hand of $3.97. 

This year back numbers of all magazines have 
been allowed to circulate, and the privilege has been 
appreciated by readers. 

A prolonged strike among the workers in the 
railroad shops during the summer and fall affected 
t>ur circulation to a considerable extent. This was 
noticed chiefly in the children's department as most 
of our readers from the shopworkers families are 
children. 

A most encouraging part of our work has been 
the large number of new readers. 1276 cards were 
issued, 416 more than the number issued last year. 
The total number of borrowers is 4831. According 
to the 1910 official census report, Sedalia has 17 ,822 
inhabitants. Our card holders therefore represent 
about 27% of the total number. 

We have adopted the plan of issuing to teachers, 
ministers and others engaged in special study, a card 
allowing the holder to take out six books at a time 
for a period of four weeks with privilege of renewal 
at the end of that time. We have issued 62 of these 
special cards, which are not counted in the number 
given above. 



The library has had a station for several .years stations 
in East Sedalia at Mr. Otis Smith's drug store. The 
circulation there has more than doubled within the 
last two years. During the past year two new sta- 
tions have been established in other parts of the city. 
Books were sent to Mr. Neal's grocery in Southwest 
Sedalia just before Christmas and to the Southeast 
school during the last week of January. While the 
circulation at these new stations has not been large, 
yet considering the short time they have been estab- 
lished, it has been encouraging and with the prospect 
of a larger book fund for the coming year, we are 
hoping to develop this part of our work especially. 
In the new school buildings which are now in process 
of construction, in Northeast and Southwest Sedalia, 
the school board has consented to give the use of a 
room for library purposes. The books will be moved 
from Mr. Neal's grocery to the new Southwest build- 
ing as soon as it is finished, but we appreciate his 
courtesy in allowing us to start our station work in 
his store. 

At the Southeast school the books have so far 
been used more by the school children than by anyone 
else. But through the kindness of the school board 
in arranging for the light and heat and the generosity 
of Mr. W. B. Davis, the East Side Congregational 
minister, in giving his time to take charge of the room, 
we have been able to keep it open as a reading room 
for men and boys one or two nights a week. The 
attendance, while not large, has been good consider- 
ing the newness of the enterprise. 

Our reference work is of increasing interest. No rbtbreiicx 
record is kept of the many questions asked at the 
desk and by telephone. Brief reference lists have 
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been made as asked for on a wide variety of subjecta,

The 
fairy tales have been placed in a low case by them- 
selves and over them these pictures have been hung. 
Another picture which has aroused a good deal of 
interest is the one issued by the Houghton Mifflin Co. 
representing seventy-five famous characters in liter- 
ature. A number of children tried to name them a|] 
and some sent in their lists to the publishers. No 
prizes came to Sedalia, but the search'was worth a 
good deal to some of the children. 

acBOOLA Last year was inaugurated the plan of giving 
systematic instruction to all the eighth grade children 
in the use of the library. This year the same plan 
was followed. When the new school buildings with 
their provision for library stations are finished, we 



hope to reach the children who live at a distance from 
the library much better than we have been able to 
before. 

Each week lists of new books and items of in- book um 
terest about the library have been printed for us in 
the Sedalia papers, as well as a daily standing notice 
of the library-a courtesy which we much appreciated. 
These papers have also very kindly lent us the type 
of some of these lists and through the kindness of 
the Sedalia Printing Co. we have been furnished 
with several hundred copies of special book notices 
which have been distributed in various ways. 

This spring personal letters were sent to about 
1500 men employed in the railroad shops, inviting 
them to make use of the library. The response was 
fairly good and partly explains the unusually large 
number of new cards issued during the year. 



As every householder knows, after about ten 
years repairs and improvements begin to be necessary 
to keep up a building. So after ten years' occupancy 
of the library building it has been necessary to spend 
a good deal of our income in repairs and in making 
provision for growth. Our shelf room had reached 
its entire capacity, so the basement stack room was 
fitted with shelving to provide for several future 
years. Our new loan desk, installed last November, 
has been a great boon to the staff for it provides 
adequate room for the various supplies, card files, 
books and magazines for which we had no place in 
the old one. The amount of running about and down 
stairs to the basement which it has saved can hardly 
be estimated. 
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Then the repainting of some of the interior walls 
and the outside window casings had to be attended 
to. New window shades for several of the rooms 
were imperative and various minor repairs were 
necessary. 

Our largest single item of expense however was 
for the brick paving on Third street. For this we 
were obliged to count our money carefully and cut 
off expense wherever we could. The book fund as 
the variable item of the budget, is the one which 
ultimately suffers, of course, from all the drains upon 
our resources. However the improvements men- 
tioned are almost all permanent ones, and we feel 
that for a number of years now no large expense of 
this kind ought to be necessarj', so that a much more 
adequate sum may be spent for books and for the 
extension of the usefulness of the library through its 
stations. 



BTAFi On the first of September Miss Valeria Easton 

resigned her position as second assistant, to attend 
the State University. Miss Easton's work in the 
library was so eminently satisfactory and her en- 
thusiasm for it so helpful that we have missed her 
greatly. Miss Josephine Franklin was appointed 
to her position and later in the year Miss Lillian 
Jaekel, after finishing her apprentice work, was made 
third assistant. In February, Miss Margaret Hodges 
came into the library as an apprentice. 

Our staff meetings at 8:30 one morning each 
week have been held throughout the year as usual.

Miss Beulah Mumm, who took over the duties relinquished 
by Miss McDaniels, also is proving exceptionly efficient and is 
deserving commendation.

Most of the binding is now 
done by the Sedalia Printing Company under the 
direct supervision of Mr. Brown. 



Very fortunately the library has competent Staff 
assistants, holding positions on the merit of their 
work, which stimulates the progressive growth and 
insures the high standard of efficiency. 

The library and conmiunity lost a librarian of 
marked ability and enthusiasm when Miss Lytle 
resigned to serve as head of the reference department 
of the Tacoma Public Library. 

After ten years of most capable and inspiring 
service, Miss McDaniels resigned before her wedding 
in September. The marriage of Miss Jaekel's 
preceded her resignation in February, and Miss 
Hodges was advanced to the work, which she does 
with cooperative enthusiasm. After serving three 
months of her apprenticeship, Miss Helen Harris 
resigned for work at Columbia, and her many friends 
miss her congenial assistance.

Report of Librarian 



To the Board of Directors of the Sedalia Public Library : 

I submit herewith the eighteenth annual report on the 
library for the year ending April 30, 1913. 

The record of the year just closed shows that the library, 
whose far-reaching influence is strongly emphasized, has been 
doing humanity a broad, free, active service. 

ACCESSIONS. 

The total accessions for the year were 1265 voliunes; 734 
in the adult department, 105 volumes in the reference depart- 
ment, and 426 in the children's department; 979 voliunes were 
purchased and 286 were received as gifts. 

The total number of books in the library at the beginning 
of the year was 14,761; 212 volumes were withdrawn; 21 were 
lost in inventory; 11 were lost by borrowers; 4 were and 7 
were not paid for; 180 were worn out. The net gain is 1053. 
The total number of books accessioned since the organization of 
the library is 19,143. 

Among the more important additions for the year may be 
noted: the Catholic Encyclopaedia, 15 volumes; International 
Library of Technology, 25 voliunes; Children's Encyclopaedia 
the Book of Knoweldge, 20 volumes; Rand McNally's Commer- 
cial Atlas of America, 1912; Yearbooks to supplement encyclo- 
paedias; Webster's New International Dictionary, and quite ^ 
number of books for the sociology and psychology departments, 
which sometimes proved deficient. 

CIRCULATION. 

The library was open for the circulation of books 309 days. 
Books were issued from the main library, five schools, and Mr. 
Smith's drug store. 



Year.. 
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The total circulation for the year was 61370, an i 
4367 over the previous year; of this number 15748 were juvenile 
books taken from the children's room. The daily average of 
books circulated from the main library was 178j an increase of 
12 per day over 1912. 

The demand for German books was so great that it was 
necessary to supplement our meagre list with a supply from the 
Missouri Library Commission, and their use shows that the 
German collection should be systematically increased. 

Much successful effort has been made to keep people in- 
formed about the contents of the library. Lists of new pur- 
chases are always sought in the Sunday papers, and lists on 
special subjects have brought the attention of our citizens to the 
fact that there are books here in which they have an active in- 
terest, of which many were ignorant. This brings inquirers 
for books listed and those not mentioned at all, when we feel 
that our advertising has proved effective. 

Considerable use is made of the privilege of renewal, which 
is most enjoyed by our country patrons. Many notices reserv- 
ing books have been sent. Upon payment of one cent for the 
postal, reservation is made. When the book is returne<l to the 
library," the notice is sent and the book is kept subject to order 
for twenty- four hours. This has made it necessary to discon- 
tinue the pay duplicate collection, which it practically killed. 

Some very artistic bulletins accompanied by good reading 
lists have been posted throughout the year, and a current topics 
bulletin has been kept near the magazine racks as a guide to the 
best in the periodicals. 



REGISTRATION . 

Cancellation of expired cards in the borrowers' list was 
continued, and 1356 readers were registered during the year, 22 
of these are engaged in special study and are allowed a longer 
time privilege; 487 are juvenile and 847 adult. 

The total number of card holders borrowing books at the 
close of the year was 4442. 

REFERENCE . 

The reference room, with its dictionaries, encyclopaedias, 
year books, bound magazines, indexes, current periodicals and 
newspapers — has attracted all classes: professors, club women, 
casual visitors and students of the various schools. The library 
ably co-operates in supplying any necessary material on any 
subject filed here, which more and more firmly seals the close 
relationship which exists between the library and those who 
come here for assistance, whether of the leisure class or the em- 
ployed . 

High school professors from adjoining towns came for 
material for their class graduation essays, and many debates 
were drawn up here. Our own schools, of course, are con- 
stantly calling upon us for help in their various activities, and in 
every way we are growing more helpful to the outside world . 

The librarian met with the program committees of the 
various clubs, early in the year, and during the summer all avail- 
able material was looked up, tabulated, and filed. When the 
ladies came to ask assistance they were most agreeably surprised 
to find that the resources of the library could be placed at their 
finger tips, without having to wait or call again. This work 
was most gratifying, and was done before the rush of the school 
and club season came on, leaving us free to take up the un- 
expected questions as they came along. 

Many more magazines have been clipped this year and 
great boxes of articles have been classified, some mounted on 
manila sheets, others placed in large manila envelopes, but all 
filed in classification order in boxes prepared for them. The 
picture and clippings collections are becoming so large that con- 
sideration is given them in book purchasing. Often it is pos- 
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sible and wise to wait for a book and to depend on the clipping 
and pictures. 

CLASSIFICATION AND CATALOGUING. 
The place of cataloguer, vacated by the resignation of the 
first assistant, has not been filled, though the current purchases 
have been catalogued to date. Miss Mumm did a gerat deal of 
cataloguing before her Christmas leave taking. The basement 
was full of government documents which had not been made 
accessible to the public at the close of last year. It is with 
[iride and pleasure that complete organization is reported now. 
Duplicates were sorted out to be relumed to Washington, and 
lists of documents necessary to complete our files were sent 
there. Owing to a new ruling in the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments office we have been obliged to wait about completing 
our work, but when the documents come it will i>e easy to put 
them where they belong, for all are now classified, catalogued, 
and systematically arranged, U'Tierc it seemed expedient they 
were arranged by congress, to be approached through the 
printed indexes, but 1850 volumes of United States and Missouri 
documents were classified and catalogued, the cards having been 
filed in the cases, where they are very frequently used. 

CHILDREN'S ROOM. 

The circulation for the juvenile books was 15,748, or 28 per 
cent of the total number of books issued. This is an increase 
of 2 per cent over the circulation of last year, of the very best 
books we can gather together for the boys and girls to use. 

The room is beautified by pictures and plants, the books are 
both interesting and instructive, and there is complete under- 
standing and confidence between the children and the librarians 
The children feel a charm about their room, and the story hours 
on Saturday mornings at 10 o'clock usually bring more than can 
conveniently be seated. 

Miscellaneous stories and tales please the little ones, but the 
attention of all has been most intensively turned to the "Story 
of Roland" — continuous variety of poems and tales from all 
countries having Roland as their hero. A very interesting 



cycle was arranged, and the children were stimulated to read 
epics. 

Effort is being made to secure the service of a trained chil- 
dren's librarian, who can handle the work with the schools and 
of the children's department in the most effective way. 

WORK WITH SCHOOLS. 

Books have been installed in one more school this yeaiv 
Now we reach, Franklin, Horace Mann, Thomas Jefferson, Whit- 
tier and Arlington, and are doing an increasing good on the bor- 
ders of the city, as shown by the increase over last year's circu- 
lation. 

The school duplicates sent out this year circulated 4830 
times. Last year's record was 2682. 

Throughout the summer weekly visits were made to Whit- 
tier school, where stories were told, and an average of 30 books 
exchanged each time. Much interest in the library is evident 
here, and the principal gives credit for library reading. 

Our staff is so limited that it is impossible to visit all the 
schools systematically, so, having helped Whittier during the 
summer, we made weekly visits during the school year at 
Horace Mann, where an average of 70 books have been ex- 
changed each time. 

Franklin is so near the main library that it will be possible 
to help both there and at Thomas Jefferson next year it is ex- 
pected. 

Mutual helpfulness exists between the library and the prin- 
cipals of the schools, as shown during the summer, when the 
principal of Franklin conducted weekly story hours for the chil- 
dren, and gave out books for both children and adults. 

The board authorized putting a collection of miscellaneous 
duplicates in Lincoln school (colored) but sufficient time has 
not been available to teach any one the charging system, so they 
will be sent before the school opens in the fall. The intention 
is to have them remain there until cancelled. 

IThe aim is to supplement the work of the schools and to 
develop the library habit in children while they are of school 
age, that later they may intelligently continue their education by 
means of the public library. 
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INVENTORY. 

This work was done in April that we might know to date 
just what books were missing. Out of the 16,026 books used 
during the year, -18 were missing. For 21 of these the cards 
were discarded for the books were missing in last year's in- 
ventory. Of the remaining 25 some will doubtless be found. 
BINDING , 

There were 77 magazines bound for reference purposes, 250 
other books were bound and 26 rtsewed in the same covers. A 
good many books have been ordered m the publisher's covers, 
reinforced by the Huntting Co., but all our binding has been 
done by the Sedalia Printing com|>any under the conscientious 
supervision of Mr. Brown. 

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The condition of the building as a whole, especially the 
basement, is better than usual . The newspaper room is in per- 
fect order, all files for the past ten years being neatly rolled in 
brown paper and labeled. This is a great improvement in looks 
and convenience. In fact the whole basement is clean. 

The U. D, C. fitted up as a relic room the one the High 
School Debating teams had been using, but a much more satis- 
factory arrangement was made for the boys in the basement, 
wheic one room is reserved for them, furnished and lighted suf- 
ficie'itly, with plenty of shelves on which necessary hooks are 
reserved as needed. 

The librarian's office was made much more sightly by re- 
moving a large, open book case, which was afterward cut down 
to match one in the hall . The wiring had to be changed, and a 
little plastering and redecorating was done at the time the walls 
in the hall were repaired. 

STAFF. 

With the exception of the resignation of Miss Beulah Mumm 
in December there have been no changes in the staff. Miss 
Marguerite O'Connell and Miss Frances Carter finished their 
apprentice work in a most creditable way,. While Miss O'Con- 
neli decided to enter the business world. Miss Carter is now an 



efficient member of the regular staff. Miss Lulu Schwald ap- 
prenticed here nearly three months to the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

Miss Mumm 's position has not been filled, owing to our in- 
ability to get a trained children's librarian in the middle of the 
year. But we are looking forward to having plenty of help 
after vacation. 

The work of the library has increased in every way, but the 
staff has been unavoidably smaller. The progressive growth 
and high standard of efficiency is largely due to the interest and 
devotion of the three assistants, Misses Josephine Franklin, 
Margaret Hodges and Frances Carter. 

MISSOURI LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 

Through the courtesy of the Library Board, the librarian 
and Miss Franklin attended the Illinois and Missouri meeting at 
St. Louis last October. Sedalia was commended for paying 
the expenses of two delegates while some libraries sent none.
